BROAD LINES. 


The position taken by the Oil, Paint 
and Drug Reporter in our issue of 
March 25, 1907, when we said:—‘The 
Reporter feels that the real purpose 
of National paint legislation should 
be to prevent mislabeling and mis- 
branding, rather than the establish- 
ment of any standard of what con- 
stitutes ‘pure paint,’” has been amply 
justified by the action taken by the 
ecnference held in Cleveland on Tues- 
day of last week to discuss the ques- 
tion of paint legislation. Fifteen 
months ago—in our issue of February 
4, 1907—we pointed out that there was a 
sentiment that indicated that sooner or 
later paint legislation of some kind was 
sure to come, and we suggested that 
the wisest policy for the paint manu- 
facturers to pursue would be to get to- 
gether and see if they could not unite 
on some common ground, whereby 
they might forestall adverse legislation 
by securing a rational Federal law that 
would serve to head off the drastic 
State legislation that would be apt to 
follow in the steps of the North Da- 
kota Paint Law. Unfortunately, the 


Eastern paint manufacturers, not being 
at that time seriously affected by the 
legislation that had been introduced in 
several of the Western States, did not 





fully appreciate the dangers of the sit- 
uation. 

In the Western States the legislative 
committeé of the Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association of the United States at- 
tempted to fight fire with fire, and in 
order to oppose the drastic labeling 
features of the North Dakota law, pre- 
pared a bill requiring the publication 
of the formula on the label upon every 
package of paint, which requirement 
many manufacturers deem to. be 
equally drastic—although fairer than 
the North Dakota law—since it com- 
pels them to disclose to their business 
rivals secret formulas that they have 
regarded as one of the chief assets in 
their This bill, which was 
enacted as a law in Minnesota by the 
efforts of the legislative committee of 
the Paint Manufacturers’ Association 
ef the United States, became the basis 
of the so-called “Conference Bill,” 
which was adopted May 8 and 9, 1907, 
at a conference of the joint committees 
of the Paint Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of the United States, the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association and 
the International Association of Master 
House Painters and Decorators, held 
in Philadelphia, Writing of this ‘‘Con- 
ference Bill,” H, L. Stern, attorney for 
the Paint Manufacturers’ Association, 
in a letter published in the Reporter 
of May 20, 1907, says:— 

“The paint bill adopted by the commit- 
tees was originally drafted by the legis- 
lative committee of the Paint Manufac- 
turers’ Association, and was recently 
enacted as a law in lowa, Minnesota and 
South Dakota, At the recent meeting of 
the committees of the three associations 
the Mianesota law was taken as the basis 
of discussion and after being strengthened 
rollewhat in its provisions, was adopted 
by tle joint secsion of the committees as 
a fair and comprehensive bill which 
should be the form of bill passed in any 
State, and the substance of any Dill 
passed by Congress.”

This “Conference Bill” was not only 
adopted by the Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association of the United States, but 
also by the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association at its convention 
in Cincinnati in October last, and by 
the International Asociation of Master 
House Painters and Decorators at its 
convention held in New Orleans in 
February of this year. No opposition 
to the principle of the publication of 
the formula the label having been 
manifested, it appeared to be generally 
satisfactory to the trade. The Reporter

has repeatedly stated in these columns 
that, in our opinion, the requirement of 
the publication of the formula on the 
label was unnecessary and unwise, 
and that all that was required for 
the protection of the public was a 
broad general law, providing against 
mislabeling and misbranding, and in- 


suring that the packages should con- 
tain full weight and measure. 

Now that the Marshall Paint Bill 
pending in the House and the Hey- 
burn Paint Bill in the Senate, whose 
labeling provisions are practically 


identical with those of the “Confer- 


ence Bill,” have brought the manu- 
facturers of the whole country face 
to face with this proposition, they 
have at last, largely due to the ac- 
tivity of the Eastern Paint Manufac- 
turers’ Association, come to a realiza- 
tion of the menace to the trade which 
is offered by such a requirement. Af- 
ter seriously discussing the matter 
from all standpoints, the Cleveland 


conference adopted the following reso- 
lutions, which put the trade in the po- 
sition that has been continuously and 
consistently taken by the Reporter:— 


Whereas, The Paint Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation of the United States, the Eastern 
Paint Manufacturers‘ Association, the 
Middle States Paint Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation and all other allied interests 
represented at this meeting, formally ex- 
pressed their conviction that the business 
and personal interests of all their mem- 
bers, and of the trade at large are mu- 
tual and so closely allied that all pro- 
scriptive legislation or agitation therefor, 
by any one special interest in the trade, 
against any other special interest in the 
trade, should be deprecated and discour- 
aged as inimical to the whole trade, there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That whenever and wherever 
legislation upon these matters is insisted 
upon it should be strictly confined to that 
which is honestly and intelligently di- 
rected toward the maintenance and up- 
building of the general paint trade, and 
allied industries by jotnt and combined 
legislation ensuring full weights and full 
measures and prohibiting false or mis- 
leading descriptions. 


Resolved, That believing the statement 
of our position is sound and reasonable 
' and wholly creditable and just towards 
all interests, we pledge our influence to 


the maintenance and furtherance of 
these principles and purposes, and be- 
speak the cordial co-operation of all of 
its members, the trade at large and the 
press and public to this end, 

The Cleveland Conference has had 
the effect of bringing the different fac- 
tions of the trade together and uniting 
them on a common ground, and it is 
therefore a movement that should be 
warmly welcomed. The _ resolutions 
were with but one dissenting vote, the 
unanimous sense of the body and are a 
platform upon which every honest 
paint manufacturer can stand, and it 
is to be hoped that the congressional 
committees having the pending bills in 
charge can be brought to realize the 
fairness and justness of the proposition 
stated in these resolutions and that any 
Federal paint legislation shall be 
along broad lines of this character 
rather than of a nature that would 
prove injurious to the trade, 
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THE GOVERNMENT'S ATTITUDE 
ON CUSTOMS AND INTERNAL 
REVENUE MATTERS. 


The importers of olive oil for indus- 
trial purposes who have been put to 
no small loss of late through decisions 
of certain examiners in insisting that 
any oil, which in their judgment, could 
be eaten and retained in the human 
stomach, was an edible oil and should 
pay customs duty as such, have scored 
a signal victory on appeal to Washing- 
ton, 

The controversy of the olive oil men 
with the port authorities and its final 
adjustment opens a general subject for 
discussion of uniform interest to im- 
porters of all classes of goods. That 
is to say, the subject of customs and 
internal revenue disputes and their ad- 
justment. So long as human nature is 
constituted as it is at present and as it 
always has been, there will arise differ- 
ences of opinion between parties whose 
interests happen to conflict. Every 
man who has money at stake in a ques- 
tion under dispute is bound to have his 
otherwise impartial and clear judgment 
biased by the circumstance, often with- 
out knowing it, and so it happens that 
many disputes in customs and internal 


revenue matters are decided adverse- 
ly to the importer. But no one is in- 
fallible and government employes, 


vested with undisputable authority, are 
sometimes carried away with an idea 
of their own importance, They make 
decisions which are absurd from a busi- 
ness standpoint and stick to them with 
a pertinacity of the bulldog variety. 

The letter and the spirit of the law 
are things widely divergent and sub- 
ordinate officials are too prone to hold 
to the former as the safest, though 
their department heads are apt to take 
the more liberal view prescribed by 
the latter, especially when strong repre- 
sentations are made to them by repu- 
table concerns and organizations, 

As the result of frequent appeals to 
headquarters at Washington many ob- 
jectionable and seemingly unnecessary 
restrictions to trade have been removed 
or substantially modified. The olive 
oil dispute is a case in point. 

It was the intention of Congress in 
passing the tariff act of 1897 to impose 
a tax of 40 cents per gallon on olive 
oil brought into this country for edible 
use, but to allow ‘free entry to oil in- 
tended solely for manufacturing or in- 
dustrial purposes. It would seem to 
the uninitiated that this fact being clear 
and undisputed, there would be no dif- 
ficulty in the way of determining when 
olive oil should pay duty and when it 
should be passed free, especially as the 
law defined olive oil for industrial pur- 
poses to be oil which was only suitable 
for such use and which was not valued 
at more than 60 cents per gallon at the 
port of shipment. But the examiner 
when he came to pass the goods was 
confronted with the difficulty of deciéd- 
ing whether or not the oil before him 
was really fit to eat, and he could only 
so decide by tasting it and using his 
own judgment, which was often faulty. 
As a result an injustice was frequentiy 
imposed upon an tmporter and as the 
port officials became stricter in the 
matter of passing oil they laid a com- 


plaint before the Department at Waeh- 
ington with the result that instructions 
have been or are about to be issued, to 
the appraisers at the various ports, to 
take a broad interpretation of para- 
graph 626 of the tariff act relative to 
olive oil, or one more in accordance 
with prescribed regulations thereto, 
which provide that “olive oil of a low 
price, and imported in barrels and not 
possessing qualities requisite for olive 
oil for eating, although eaten by a cer- 
tain class of people, is free of duty.” 
In other words, the appraisers are in- 
structed to use more discretion and to 
be guided by common sense rather 
than common taste. 

The government when directly ap- 
pealed to almost invariably takes a 
view as reasonable as a liberal inter- 
pretation of the statutes prescribed by 
Congress will permit. The value of 
trade organization, however, is appar- 
ent and if the component parts of the 
different industries affected would come 
together and carry the case to Wash- 
ington when disputes arise, instead of 
complaining and doing nothing, there 
would be fewer instances of disagree 
ment between the importer and the 
customs officials, 

Another source of continual trouble 
between the importer and the customs 
officials has been the rejection by the 
latter of many classes of crude drugs. 
The law prescribes a standard of 
strength and purity for crude drugs, 
and those, which in the opinion of the 
examiner do not come up to the re- 
quirements are rejected, the importer 
having the option of exporting the 
goods or of having them destroyed. 
The accepted standard of the govern- 
ment is that prescribed by the United 
States Pharmacopoeia, and in order to 
assure a fair and correct test in the 
examination of the drugs the services 
of an expert are employed in addition 
to the ordinary staff. The importers 
have often claimed as one of their 
grievances against the customs, that 
there has been, many times, too much 
science and too little business sense 
employed in the passage or rejection 
of crude drugs and that there has 
been so much uncertainty as to what 
will or will not come up to standard 
that they are afraid to undertake the 
importation of certain lines except in 
a cautious and Hmited way. In fact 
some houses claim to have dropped cer- 
tain commodities altogether because of 
the possible loss and inconvenience in- 
volved. 

It has been claimed, too, that since 
the pure food and drugs act has gone 
into force, that there really does not 
exist any good reason why a high 
standard of crude material should be 
enforced. Some have even gone so far 
as to assert that no standard at all is 
necessary since the manufacturers of 
the finished products must in any event 
live up to all the requirements of the 
law. In this way, it is argued, the 
public is amply protected and that the 
manufacturer or drug grinder may be 
trusted to see that he gets pure goods 
of sufficient strength. Such a plan 
may look feasible, but there are few 
members, even among the importers of 
crude drugs, who hold to this extreme 
contention. A standard of some sort 
is generally recognized as essential, 
and it is merely a matter of how high 
or how low that standard should be in 
order to mete justice to the importer 
and afford at the same time adequate 
protection to the public. If all bar- 
riers were removed in regard to the 
entry of certain goods, there is little 
doubt that the market here would be 
used pretty freely as a dumping ground 
for the rejections of Europe. On the 
other hand, the insistence of an exact, 
unelastic standard would lead to a 
falling off in desirable imgortations 
and a much higher range of prices. Un- 
der the old order of affairs which exist- 
ed only a few months ago, importers 
of certain lines could not sell to ar- 
rive, because of the danger of rejec- 
tion. If they found the market going 
against them, there was no chance of 
a quick sale, while the goods were yet 
afloat, for the buyer could afford to 
take no chances. There was nothing to 
do but to wait patiently until the con- 
signment came in, passed the customs 
and had satisiied also the officials of 
the Department of Agriculture. This 
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often took what seemed an intermina- 
ble length of time. It was a hardship 
which the American merchant had t9 
endure and which did not apply to his 
brother in Europe. 

The government, however, having 
considered the grievances, has adopted 
the sensible plan, not of lowering the 
standard, but of permitting all crude 
drugs to come in when the purity and 
strength of the same have been plainly 
indicated on the package and invoice, 
In this way, unless a mistake is made

The same spirit of meeting the pub- 
lic more than half way may be seen 
in the statistics covering the 
tion of denatured alcohol during 
month of March, which appear 
where in this issue. It is shown from 
the figures given, that there were pro- 
duced during March 154,138.03 gallons 
of completely denatured and 138,269.59 
gallons of specially denatured spirits, 
as against 185,607.33 gallons of com- 
pletely denatured and 68,586.95 gallons 
of specially denatured spirits during 
the same period of a year ago. The 
total gain in the quantity of spirits 
produced in March, 1908, over March, 
1907, was, according to the figures, 38,- 
214.34 gallons, a very creditable show- 
ing considering the excessive outturn 
last year. The gratifying increase in 
the manufacture and use of industrial 
spirits must be attributed to the zeal 
with which the government officials 
encouraged the industry. When the 
law first passed authorizing the manu- 
facture of untaxed alcohol, those in- 
trusted with the inforcement of the 
regulations were fearful that the temp- 
tation to cheat the government would 
be so great that all sorts of fraud was 
likely to be perpetrated, safe- 
guard the revenue, the most stringent 
measures were inforced as to distilling 
the denaturing, transporting and ware- 
housing of spirits. These rules were 
so irksome, that it was easy to forsee 
that one of two things must happen; 
either they must be considerably modi- 
fied, or the infant industry would 
never thrive into manhood. One by 
one the obnoxious regulations were re- 
moved or amended until the privilege 
to distill, denature, warehouse and sell 
denatured alcohol is probably as free 
as ever need be. 

One of the most serious difficulties 
to overcome in the way of obstruct- 
ing regulations was that prescribing 
certain denaturants. It was found by 
varnish manufacturers, for example, 
that they could not use denatured 
spirits containing benzine or pyridine 
bases and they asked for a special de- 
naturant that would serve their pur- 
pose. Afjgr some delay in considering, 
their request was granted, but under 
conditions for supervision, recording 
and storing, which were so burdensome 
that many manufacturers preferred to 
use considerably more wood alcohol 
and less free grain spirits. Now these 
restrictions have in a great measure 
been removed, and the result has been 
a gratifying surprise, alike to the De- 
partment and to the trade. We have 
not heard of a single serious infrac- 
tion of the law, and the consumption of 
denatured spirits has increased, and 
continues to increase to an almost

SENATE COMMITTEE ON MANUFACTURES 


TO CONSIDER MEASURE. 
Washington, May 1, 1908. 
The Senate Committee on Manufac- 

tures will give a hearing to the paint 

trade on Friday, May 8, at 10 a. m.

Manufacturers and 
desiring to appear before the 
committee should immediately notify 

Senator Heyburn by telegraph, re- 

questing to be advised in the event of 

any change in the date of the hearing. 

Senator Heyburn is not in robust 

health and tentative plans for hear- 

ings at earlier dates have had to be 
abandoned in consequence. 

Whether the Senate committee will 
report the Heyburn bill at the present 
session will depend very largely upon 
the character of the testimony to be 
submitted at the hearings on the 8th 
inst. Should the various branches of 
the trade appear to be disposed to get 
together on the Heyburn bill, either in 
its present form or.\with reasonable 
amendments, it is probable that the 
committee would make concessions and 
report the bill forthwith. It is also 
probable that if the trade appears to 
be opposed to any legislation the com- 
mittee will report the pending measure 
in the interest of the consumers, 
Should it appear, however, that there 
is great diversity of opinion among the 
various branches of the trade as to 
what should be done, but that it is 
possible to harmonize views provided 
action is deferred a reasonable length

The 
Penn-American heretofore paid taxes 
on a total valuation of $217,115, and the 
Lippincott company on $31,895. 


Plans are being made to enlarge the 
varnish plant of the Patton Paint Com- 
pany, of Milwaukee. Other proposed 
improvements have necessitated ac- 
quiring additional property in the vi- 
cinity of the present factories. The dry 
color department will be removed to 
the former Goodrich Linseed Oil Com- 
pany property adjoining the plant. 


Recent reports are to the effect that 
the plant of the old Evansville glas< 
works has been deeded by the late pur- 
chasers to the Citizens’ Glass Company, 
a new corporation. The price of the 
property is put at $143,000, the payment 
being made in shares of stock in the 
new company. Efforts are being made, 
it is said, to place enough bonds to se- 
cure working capital and open the plant 
next fall. 


The plant of the Naval Stores 
Distilling Company, of Valdosta, Ga., 
was destroyed by fire last week. This 
was one of the largest wood distilling 
factories in the South. The loss is 
about $40,000. More than 2,000 gallons 
of turpentine were destroyed. About a 
year ago the plant was burned, and 
only recently was rebuilt by northern 
capitalists. It is reported that no ef- 
fort will be made to rebuild it this 
time. 


B. F. Taylor, chairman of the pub- 
licity bureau of the Interstate Cotton- 
seed Crushers’ Association, in a cir- 
cular letter advises that he has had an 
inquiry from Germany for damaged 
cottonseed meal as a fertilizer. His cor- 
respondent asks that five tons be sent 
free of charge for distribution among 
the farmers and experiment stations. If 
satisfactory, large quantities, he says, 
can be used, Mr. Taylor has the meal 
to send, and invites the mills who wish 
to do so to co-operate. “If 100 mills,’ 
he says, “‘take the value of two sacks 
each, the purpose would be accom- 
plished.” The freight, he says, would 
be about $1.10 per sack delivered in 
Rotterdam.

a year ago work 
was commenced on a window glass 
plant in Pleasantville, O., the work 
was not finished. The scheme was 
started by W. J. Edgar, of Port Al- 
legany, Pa., whd died recently. Ef- 
forts are now being made to revive the 
project. Representatives of the com- 
pany were in Pleasantville recently and 
their efforts resulted in a subscription 
of a bonus of $3,000 by Pleasantville 
citizens, which is to be paid on com- 
pletion of the factory. The promoters 
of the glass plant state that they will 
relieve the Pleasantville people of their 
obligation, if it is guaranteed that all 
the gas necessary to run the plant will 
be furnished at six cents a thousand 
feet. This suggestion is being consid- 
ered.

OBITUARY. 


Charles H. Gillespie. 

Charles H. Gillespie, one of the 
known men in the paint, oil and varnish 
trade, and probably the oldest manufac- 
turer of varnish in the United States, died 
on Tuesday, April 21, at the Hotel Albert, 
New York, at the age of seventy-five 
years. The cause of his death was heart 
disease. He had been ailing for some 
time, but was considered in fairly good 
health until a few days before his death. 

Mr. Gillespie was born in Troy, N. Y., 
in 1882, and lived there for several years. 
It was there he first became acquainted 
with the details of varnish manufacture. 
Before he was born, his father, Charles 
Gillespie, had established a varnish fac- 
tory in that city, and when a lad of six- 
teen he was taken into the _ business, 
Under the tuition of the elder Gillespie he 
became familiar with all its branches and 
ever since continued to advance and made 
many improvements in the art of varnish 


best 


making. 

In 1847, at his suggestion, the business 
was removed to Brooklyn. The elder 
Gillespie continued to manage the _ busi- 
ness until 1854, when he retired and 
Charles H. Gillespie took full charge. A 
few years later he decided to move the 


factory and offices to New York, and lo- 
cated in West Twenty-fifth street. Fifteen 
years ago he made still another change, 


and removed to Jersey City, where he 
continued in active control of the firm 
until he retired three years ago. Since 


then the business has been carried on by 
his sons. 

Mr. Gillespie was a resident of East 
Orange, N. J., for more than forty years, 
and was prominently identified with the 
development of that town. He was a 
charter member of Hope Lodge 124, F. A. 
M., of which he was the oldest and the last 
surviving charter member. He was also 
a member of the Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Club, of New York. During the past 
fifteen years the deceased gentleman was 
accustomed to divide his time between 
New York and the South in the winter 
and at his cottage in Belmar, N. J., in the 
summer. It was while in the South in the 
early part of this year that he was taken 
ill. He became more seriously afflicted 
while in Atlantic City, and on April 10 
was taken to the Hotel Albert, in New 
York, where he died a few days later. 
Funeral services were held Friday in the 
University Place Presbyterian Church, 
The services were conducted by the Rev. 
Dr. James M. Ludlow, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, of East Orange, of 
which Mr. Gillespie was a trustee. Dr. 
Ludlow was assisted by the Rev. Dr. 
Alexander, pastor of the University Place 
Presbyterian Church. The burial was in 
Cypress Hills Cemetery. Mr. Gillespie is 
survived by a widow and two sons, Louis 
Cc. Gillespie and Alanson J. Gillespie, who 
will continue the business of the old firm. 





Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 





Olive Oil. 


Olive oil imported by R, U. Delapenha 
& Co. was assessed at the rate of 40c. per 
gallon under the provisions of paragraph 
40 of the tariff act of 1897. The entire lot 
of oil was contained in fifteen barrels. 
Claim was made that the goods were en- 
titled to free entry in accordance with the 
provisions of paragraph 626, as olive oil 
for machinery or mechanical purposes, 
fit only for such uses, and valued at 0c. 
per gallon. 

The oil was returned as claimed, but 
being invoiced and entered at 93 lira per 
100 kilogrammes, which equals more than 
60c. per gallon, duty was assessed accord- 


ingly. 
The protestants claimed further that 
such assessment was due to a clerical 


error on the part of the foreign shipper, 
and that proof of such error would be 
submitted to the board. The only proof 
submitted at the hearing consisted of a 
certificate of the Chamber of Commerce 
of Marseilles, which merely set forth the 
market value of clear olive oil for manu- 
facturing purposes. 

Further testimony brought out the facts 
that the oil was shipped to the DeBruenn 
Chemical and Dyestuff Company, who 
subsequently sold it to the Botany 
Worsted Mills. 

A representative of the DeBruenn com- 
pany stated that the oil was purchased 
from the shippers at 0c. per gallon c. i. f. 
New York, and that it was in turn sold 
to the Botany mills at 60c. per gallon, not- 
withstanding that it was stated in the in- 
voice that Delapenha & Co. purchased the 
oil from the original shippers in Mar- 
seilles, and that upon entry at the cus- 
tom house a member of the Delapenha 
firm subscribed to the owner’s declara- 


tion. ; 
It was held that the proof submitted 
failed to establish that there was such an 


error in the making of the invoice as 
would justify the granting of the relief 
asked for. The assessment of duty was 


affirmed, therefore, and the protest over- 
ruled. 





Sessamum Seed. 


Merchandise imported from Shanghai 
and invoiced as “white sessamum seed”’ 
was assessed by the collector under the 
provisions of paragraph 254, tariff act of 
1897, for ‘‘oil seeds not specially provided 
for.” The Robert Dollar Company, the 
importers, claimed that the goods were 
grass seed, entitled to free entry under 
paragraph 656, 

No evidence other than a sample of the 
merchandise in question was offered. 
This was no proof that the goods were 
grass seed or that a growth therefrom 
was ever used as a grass. According to 
the board, the information contained in 
the new Internatoinal Encyclopaedia (Vol. 
XVII., p. 3) the article on_“Sessamum’”’ 
appeared to bear out the collector’s class- 
ification. The protest was overruled, 
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Conference on Paint Legislation. 
MANY MANUFACTURERS MEET 
CLEVELAND—IMPORTANT RESO- 
LUTIONS ADOPTED. 


AT 


Pursuant to a call issued by the sec- 


retary of the Paint Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation of the United States, in com- 
pliance with an order of the president 
and beard of directors, a meeting was 
held in Cleveland at the Hollenden Hotel 
on Tuesday of last week. The invitation 
Was extended to the members of the 
Paint Manufacturers’ Association of the 
United States, Eastern and Middle At- 


lantic States Paint Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, the board of directors, legislative 
committees of the National Varnish 
Makers’ Association, as well as a number 
of the representatives of dry color, white 
lead, zine oxide, and the linseed oil in- 
dustry. 

There were about 125 in attendance, rep- 
resenting principally the East and Middle 





West. The meeting was called to order 
by William E. Lucas, president of the 
Paint Manufacturers’ Association of the 


United States, who, after reading the call 
for the meeting, stated that he and the 
directors of the association were led to 
call the conference with a view of har- 
monizing differences of opinion existing 
among members of the Paint Manufac- 
turers’ Association of the United States, 
and other organizations interested, as to 
the proper policy to be pursued regard- 
ing legislation. President Lucas believed 
that a full and free discussion would help 
to adjust all differences and bring about 
a better understanding of the situation 
and be the means of arriving at some 
plan for combating it. 

Objection was made io the presence of 
representatives cf the press on the ground 


that it might be embarrassing to some 
ot the speakers, and it was therefore 
erdered that no reporters be permitted 
to be present other than the official 


stenographer, who was to take the report 
for the records of the association only. 

A motion that a committee of five be 
appointed to prepare for publication a re- 
port from the stenographer’s notes was 
carried, but later it was decided that 
nothing but the resolutions adopted by the 
meeting should be officially given out for 
publication. Opposition to legislation of 
any kind manifested itself at once, the 
Philadelphia delegation taking this posi- 
tion, in which they were supported by the 
representatives of the Eastern Paint Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, more particularly 
those from New York city. 

The Legislative Committee of the Paint 
Manufacturers’ Association of the United 


States explained in a comprehensive 
statement the work that had been done 
by it. The extent of this work was gen- 
erally admitted, but dissatisfaction Was 


expressed by a number of speakers from 
the Eastern associations, and also from 
St. Louis, with the policy adopted by the 
committee, it being the opinion of these 
speakers that legislation of any kind 
might have heen prevented, and even had 
this been impossible that a less drastic 
measure than the ‘“‘conference bill,’’ which 
requires the publication of the formula 
on the label, could have been secured as 
a compromise. The sentiment of the East- 
ern Paint Manufacturers’ Association and 
the Paint, Oil and Varnish Club, of New 
York, in opposition to paint legislation, 
were voiced by Messrs. Benjamin Moore, 
R. H. Lersner, Charles H. Spotts, Arthur 
S. Somers, Harry Louderbaugh and Frank 
Woolsey. while Messrs. Howard’ B. 
French, William Waterall, S. K,. Felton 
and H. C. Stewart, of Philadelphia; 
George L. Gould, of Boston; H. V. Kent 
and A, A. Eberson, of St. Louis, and 
others, also spoke as opponents to paint 


legislation. Russell S. Hubbard, of Har- 
rison Brothers & Company, incorporated, 
after relating the experience of his con- 
cern, said that at the beginning they 
were not in favor of legislation, but had 
come to the realization that it was a fact 


that had to be faced squarely. Ee also 
stated that he was in favor of a modified 


measure rather than one so drastic as 
the so-called ‘‘Conference Bill.” 

The criticisms of these gentlemen upon 
the work and policy of the Legislative 
Committee of the Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association of the United States were 
replied to by Mr. Davis, of counsel for 
the committee; Ernest W. Heath, its 


chairman; Colonel Ford H. Rogers, Sam- 
uel Rosenthal, Thomas Neal, and others, 
These speakers justified the committee’s 
action by the experience of the West in 
meeting legislation, and by the conditions 
existing in the Western States, which 
they slated had not been met, nor real- 
ized as vet in the Fast. It was generally 
admitted that a law which compelled the 
publication of formulas was more op- 
pressive to manufacturers than was re- 
aquired to meet any public need, and Mr. 
Rosenthal stated the willingness of the 
Legislative Committee of the Paint Man- 


ufacturers’ Association of the United 
States to co-operate with the opponents 


of this form of legislation in an endeavor 
to secure the acceptance of a less drastic 
measure than the “Conference Bill” by 
legislators who were determined upon 
some paint law. 

As a result of the free discussion, on 
motion of Norris B. Gregg, of St. Louis, 
“a committee was appointed to prepare res- 
olutions voicing the sentiment of the meet- 


ing, consisting of Benjamin Moore, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y.; Arthur S. Somers, of 
New York: M. J. Waugh, Lincoln, Neb.; 
R. H. Lersner, New York, representing 
the Paint, Oil and Varnish Club, of New 
York, and by request the Philadelphia 
Paint and Oil Club: Charles H. Spotts, 


Jersey City: Samuel Rosenthal, Ernest W. 
Heath, Chicago; Norris B. Gregg and A. 
4. Eberson. St. Louis: Russell S. Hub- 
bard, Philadelphia, and S. Tl. Sulzberger, 
of counsel for the Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association of the United States. This 
committee agreed upon the following res- 
olutions, which were reported to the 
meeting, and adopted with only one dis- 
senting vote:— 


‘Whereas, The Paint Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation of the United States, the Eastern Paint 
Manufacturers’ Association, the Middle States 
Paint Manufacturers’ Association, and all 
other allied interests represented at this meet- 
ing, formally expressed their conviction that 
the husiness and persenal interests of all their 


menibers. and of the trade at large are mutual 


ind so closely allied that all proscriptive legis- 
lation or agitation therefor, by any one special 
interest in the trade, against any other special 





interest in the trade, should be deprecated and 


discouraged as inimical to the whole trade; 
therefore, be it 
“Resolved, That whenever and wherever 


legislation upon these matters is insisted upon 
it sheula Le strictly confined to that wnich is 
honestly and intelligently directed towards the 
maintenance and upbuilding of the general 
paint trade, and allied industries by joint and 
combined legislation eusuring full weights and 


full measures and prohibiting false or mis- 
leading descriptions. 

‘*Resolved, That believing the statement of 
our position is sound and reasonable and 
wholly creditable and just towards all inter- 
ests, we pledge our influence to the mainte- 
nanee and furtherance of these principles and 
purposes, and bespeak the cordial co-opera- 
tion of all of its members, the trade at large 
and the press and public to this end.’’ 


On motion of Mr. Lersner it was ordered 
that a copy of these resolutions be sent 
to each of the trade papers, and to the 
secretary of each of the paint clubs 
throughout the United States. 

The meeting adjourned at 6 o’clock. 

Some twenty odd from New York and 
Philadelphia traveled to Cleveland in a 
special Pullman car attached to the Chi- 
cago Limited on the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, leaving New York at 5 p. m. Mon- 
day, which gave them an opportunity to 
compare notes and arrive at a better un- 
derstanding in regard to the position they 
would take at the conference.

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Unfavorable News of an Old Oil 


Field of California. 

UNITED STATES GEOLOGICAL SURVEY TO 
PUBLISH UNFAVORABLE REPORT OF 
THE MINER RANCH OIL FIELD, 
CONTRA COSTA COUNTY, CALI 
FORNIA, ONE OF THE FIRST 
COUNTIES OF THE STATE 
TO PRODUCE PETRO- 

LEUM 

Washington, May 1, 198. 

The United States Geological Survey is 
about to publish an unfavorable report 
upon the so-called Miner Ranch Oil] Field 
in Contra Costa county, California, of 
which an examination was recently made 
by Ralph Arnold. This report is of spe- 
cial interest not only because of the ru- 
mors current in the California field re- 
garding recent discoveries in this district, 
but also because Contra Costa county was 
one of the first counties in the State in 
which petroleum was discovered, the first

attempts at development having been 
made forty-four years ago. The report 
is as follows:— 

The Miner Ranch oil field is located on 
Lauterwasser Creek, one of the branches of 
San Pablo Creek, near De Laveaga, Contra 
Costa county, Cal. It is about eight miles 
north-northeast of Oakland and is reached by 
road from that city and also from the several 
tons gouth of San Pablo Bay and west of 


Mount Diablo. The topography in the vicinity 
is characterized by moderately steep-sided can- 
yons and rounded hills, some of which attain 
an elevation of over 1,500 feet above the adja- 
cent valleys. The elevation at the wells, which 


are in the hills immediately south of Lauter- 
wasser Creek, is between 500 and 700 feet above 
sea level. 

Contra Costa county was one of the first 
counties in California in which petroleum was 
discovered, its presence being known as far 
back as 1864, when prospect wells were drilled 
1% miles south of the Empire coal mine. The 


following is a summary of the attempted petro- 
leum developments in the country to date:— 





1864.—J. W. Cruikshank, about 1% miles 
south of the Empire coal mine. Several experi- 
mental wells, one 300 feet deep; green oil of 
high specific gravity; pumped about 15 barrels. 

1865.—Adams Petroleum Company, on Coates 
estate, south of Empire coal mine. Several 
shallow wells, from which some oil was ob- 
tained. 

1889.—Chandler well, on Miner ranch, south 
bank of Lauterwasser Creek. One well, 200 
feet deep, yielded small quantity of heavy oil 
and water. 

1895.—Cumming well, on Miner ranch, one- 


mile east of Chandler well Penetrates 
of petroliferous shale and then 280 feet 
of sandstone; yielded traces of petroleum. 
1896.—Sonntag well, on Allen ranch, one-half 
mile east of the Cumming well, 100 feet deep, 
in light-colored sandstone.

The sandstones below and above the Monterey 
shale are practically alike, being brown to gray 
in color, medium grained and largely quartzitic. 
The upper sandstone is locally fossiliferous, 
although the state of preservation of the fossils 


usually precludee anything but a rough identi- 
fication The Monterey shale is fairly hard 
and is dark colored in fresh exposures, but 
weathers to a much lighter color. It contains 
many of the yellow and gray calcerous con- 
eretions so characteristic of the Monterey at 
most places in the Coast Range. The shale is 
largely organic in origin, foraminifers and 
diatons being found in it abundantly The 
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organic remains in the shale are believed to 
be the source of the oil. The shale is consid- 
erably contorted, especially near the axis of the 
fold, dips of 42 deg. 8. 86 deg. BE. and 40 deg. 
<. 70 deg. E. being recorded within a short 
distance of each other in the bed of Lauter- 
wasser Creek, northeast of the Miner ranch 
house. At the same locality the shale is ex- 
ceedingly petroliferous, yielding a very promi- 
nent ecum of light oil when the rock in the

ight wells have been drilled in the Miner 
stnah field, none of which have eo far been 
successful. ‘They range in depth from about 
570 feet to more than 2,750 feet. All lie on the 
northeast flank of the Miner ranch anticline, 
and all start in the sandstone above the Mon- 
terey shale, penetrating at first the upper 
sands and intercalated soft shales, and the 
deeper ones eventually reaching the Monterey 
shale. All the wells have shown more or lese 
gas; in fact, the abundance of the gas is one 
of the characteristics of this field. It is said 
that the gas pressure was responsible for the 
collapse of the casing in at least two of the 
wells. One well is said to have encountered 
a pocket of oil at a depth of about 1,300 feet, 
which flowed 300 barrels of oil in nine hours. 
This is the only well the field that has actually 
produced with the exception of the Flood well, 
one and one-half miles to the south, which is 
reported as having yielded five barrels of 29 
deg. oli. The oil and gas apparently occur in 
pockets or lenses and no well-defined oil sand 
or petroliferoue zone has yet been proved to be 
present. 
CHARACTERISTICS OF THE OIL AND GAS. 


he most interesting item in connection with 
the oil from the Miner ranch field is its rela- 
tively light gravity, said to be about 29 deg., 
as compared with the oils from the other fields 
in the State. As none of the wells were pro. 
ducing oil at the time of the writer's visit, it 
has been impossible to get samples of the oil 
for analysis in time to be included in this 
report. The gas from the Miner ranch field 
is noteworthy because of its relatively high 
marsh-gas content as compared with many of 
the gases from the eastern fields, especially 
those of Kansas. 


CONCLUSIONS CONCERNING FUTURE DE- 
VELOPMENTS. 


The Miner ranch oil field seems to have been 
pretty well prospected with the drill, and ae 
no productive wells have so far been brought 
in and no well-defined oil sands or zones dis- 
covered, it appears reasonable to suppose that 
future development will fail to disclose any im- 
portant deposits of oil. There is no question 
that considerable quantities of oil are present 
in the Monterey shale and adjacent beds, not 
only here but in other parts of the county, as 
is clearly indicated by the prospect holes and 
surface evidence; but there are also many rea- 
sons for believing that this oil is so uniformly 
disseminated in the shales and sands, with the 
possible exception of local and relatively unim- 
portant pockets, as to preclude its withdrawal 
in commercial quantities through wells. The 
development of gas in the territory is another 
matter, but as the oil and gas have the same 
origin and are influenced similarly by the same 
conditions, it is believed that no large bodies 
of gas are contained in the formations of the 
region. Another item that must be considered 
in drawing conclusions concerning the future 
of this field is that the organic Monterey shale, 
which is believed to be the source of both the 
oll and gas, is here but about 300 feet thick, 
an amount entirely inadequate under the most 
favorable conditions for supplying large quan- 
titles of hydrocarbons. The structural condl- 
tions, on the other hand, are in general favor 
able for the accumulation of the oil and gas 
were they present in sufficient quantities to pay 
for exploitation.

Animal Fats for Industrial Purposes 
Need Not be Denatured. 


INTERSTATE TRANSPORTATION OF IN 
EDIBLE TALLOW AND GREASES AL 
LOWED BY DEPARTMENT OF AGRI- 


CULTURE—CONTAINERS TO BE 
PROPERLY LABELED AND 
CERTIFICATE FILED WITH 
CARRIERS. 


Washington, May 1, 1908. 


The Secretary of Agriculture after care- 
ful investigation has decided that the de- 
partment may with propriety permit the 
interstate transportation of tallow, grease 
and other animal fats intended for in- 
dustrial purposes and not for food, with- 
out subjecting them to denaturing proc- 
esses. The concession will be of great 
value to manufacturers in many lines and 
especially to those making fine soaps, 
oils for mechanical purpenes, etc, 

The Department of Agriculture recently 
a regulation, which became ef- 
fective April 1, providing that inedible 
fats intended for industrial purposes 
should be so denatured as to fully identify 
them and to prevent their use as food. 
In certain industries the denaturing of 
these materials was a matter of no con- 
sequence, but in other lines the addition 
of the denaturing agent rendered the fats 
wholly unsuited to the purpose for which 
they were to be used and the depart- 
ment has received many protests from 
manufacturers whose business was 
threatened with disaster as the result of 
the enforcement of the regulations. 

The Bureau of Animal Industry there- 
fore began careful inquiry to determine, 
first, whether the use of the denaturing 
agents was as objectionable as was 
claimed; and, second, whether some other 
method could be devised for the identi- 
fication of fats intended for industrial 
use so as to prevent their use as foods. 
This investigation developed the fact that 
the complaints of manufacturers were not 
exaggerated and no great difficulty was 
encountered in preparing regulations per- 
mitting the shipment of undenatured fats 
under adequate safeguards. The Secre- 
tary of Agriculture has therefore issued 
the following order, which, as indicated, 
will go into force on May 1, 1908:— 


“For the purpose of preventing the use in 
interstate or foreign commerce of meat and 
meat food products which are unsound, un- 
healthful, unwholesome or otherwise unfit for 
human food, under authority conferred upon 
the Secretary of Agriculture by the provisions 
of the act of Congress approved June 30, 1906 
(24 Stat., 674), the following paragraph, num- 
bered paragraph 6, is hereby prescribed as an 
addition to Section 19 of Regulation 25.’’ 


This amendment, which for the purpose 
of identification is designated as Amend- 
ment 1 to B. A. I. Order 150, shall become 
ane be effective on and after May 1,

Low Priced Turpentine Affects 


Wood Distilled Spirits. 


Southern. advices state that with a 
steady drop in price on spirits of turpen- 
tine there has been a perceptible falling 
off in demand for wood turpentine. Lack 
of inquiry for this product has become so 
marked of late that many of the factories 
have curtailed their output by 50 per cent., 
while some plants have ceased operations 
entirely. 

This is especially so in producing sec- 
tions in the southern part of Georgia and 
in the vicinity of Valdosta and Waycross, 
two towns in which, until recently, the 
distillation of wood turpentine has been 
an important and sustaining industry to 
the community. In the former town one 
large plant was burned for the third time 
recently and no attempt has been made 
to rebuild it 

As usual with a sharp decline in price 
on gum spirits. consumers have neglected 
the wood-distilled product and have con- 
tinued their manufactures with the 
product of the gum. Prior to last fall 
these buyers took on considerable quan- 
tities of the various products which had 
wood turpentine as a basis. The high 
price of spirits warranted them in doing 
so, particularly when the wood turpen- 
tine could be used for the same purpose 
as was the gum spirits. Now, with spirits 
20c. lower, they find it preferable to use 
gum turpentine so long as the price con- 
tinues low,

PETROLEUM NOTES. | 


The Jennings-Hey wood Syndicate has 
completed its No. 58 on the east side 
of its holdings in the Jennings, La., 
field, which was credited with produc- 
ing about 600 barrels of fine oil under 
compressed air. 


A dispatch from Beaumont, Texas, 
states that a large area of sulphur 
deposits was encountered by a body of 
St. Louis capitalists while drilling for 
oil in the Dayton field. The sulphur 
formation was struck at a depth of 560 
feet and was estimated to be in ex- 
cess of 300 feet in thickness. 


The week's summary of operations 
in West Virginia, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana, Kentucky and Illinois record 
completions of 186 wells, of which 52 
were dry, and a new daiiy production 
of 7,422 barrels, while for the previous 
week were noted 176 completions, 31 
dry and 13 gas wells, and a new daily 
production of 6,317 barrels. 


On Rock creek, Walton district, 
Roane county, W. Va., the South Penn 
Oil Company has drilled its No. 4 on 
the J. W. Lynch farm into the Big 
Injun and has a show for a 50-barrel 
producer. This location is 800 feet 
north of No. 1 on the same farm. Re- 
cently there has been some improve- 
ment in the size of the completions in 
this district. 


About 100,000 barrels of crude oil 
are being moved from the Illinois field 
since the pipe line and storage facilities 
have been sufficient to help relieve the 
congestion. Since the State assumed 
its commercial status in the petroleum 
industry, it is estimated that it has 
produced close to 60,000,000 barrels of 
crude, representing about $50,000,000 in 
the sale of crude alone. 


A report from California is to the ef- 
fect that the Southern Pacific road will 
engage in drilling on its own account 
coincident with the determination to 
build a branch road from Stanley on 
the Coalinga line to the new camp of 
the California Oil Fields, Limited, 
seven miles distant. The road con- 
sumes about 30,000 barrels of oil daily 
for fuel and other purposes. 


The J. M. Guffey Petroleum Com- 
pany has brought in a well on the 
Gladys City section of Spindle Top 
Heights, Texas, which was credited 
with a production of from 300 to 
500 barrels per day. This is regarded 
as the best completion for some time 
in that division of the field, most of 
the recent wells having been drilled 
on the McFadden tract on the other 
side, 


In the Elm run _ district, Ritchie 
county, W. Va., the New York Petro- 
leum Company has completed its No. 19 
on the J. W. Marshall farm and has a 
show for a 20-barrel producer in the 
salt sand. This location is inside of 
defined limits in Grant district. In 
Union district, Pleasants county, the 
Everson Oil Company & Selden have 
completed their No. 17 on the FE. N. 
Cook farm and have a 25-barrel pro- 
ducer. 


The Mercer Oil and Gas Company 
has been organized at Mercer, Pa., and 
will conduct operations in the Leesburg 
field, where an extensive block of leases 
has been acquired, The officers com- 
prise James M. Campbell, president and 
treasurer; Charles T. Byers, secretary, 
and James W. Byers, W. G. Christley, 
J. F. McCain, F. P. Filer, James M. 
Campbell and Charles F. Byers, of Mer- 
cer, and John F. Ousler, of New 
Castle, directors. 


On Miracle run Battelle district, Mo- 
nongalia county, W. Va., R. D. Mead 
& Co. have drilled their second test 
on the Lewis Gump farm through the 
fourth sand and to a depth of 3,325 
feet, and will have a 25-barrel producer 
from the Gordon and lower sand. On 
the South Fork of Dunkard creek, in 
the same district, the South Penn Oil 
Company has now completed its test 
on the W. W. Walker farm and has a 
40-harrel producer in the fourth sand. 


A suit between H. A. Hooks and 
others against the J. M. Guffey Petro- 
leum Company, involving large tracts 
of land in the Batson oil field of Texas 
and an accounting for more than 500,000 
barrels of oil, which has been pending 
for a long time in the district court 
of Harden county, has been compro- 
mised and settled, according to a dis- 
patch from Beaumont. By the terms of 
the settlement the plaintiffs are said 
to recover $25,000 and to retain royalties 
on certain lands in question, 


In Eagle district, Harrison county, W. 
Va., the South Penn Oil Company has 
drilled its test on the Phoebe Webb 
farm into the second Gordon pay, and 
the well produced thirty-five barrels 
the ensuing twenty-four hours. 


In the deep sand territory, on Grays 
branch of Buffalo creek, Lincoln dis- 
trict, Marion county, W. Va., the South 
Penn Oil Company’s No. 7 on the C. D. 


Morgan farm was reported to be the 
best preducer that has been found in 
that district for many months, The 
first fourteen hours after it was drilled 
into the Gordon pay it produced 237 
barrels, It has not been drilled any 
deeper. On Flat run, Mannington dis- 
trict, Marion county, the South Penn 


Company has drilled its No. 6 on the J. 
A. Thomas farm into the Big Injun and 
the hole filled up 700 feet with fluid. 


Lincoln county, W. Va., shows con- 
siderable increase in development work. 
So far, most of the work has been of 
the experimental kind, but a large part 
of the new work starting is located 
inside of defined limits. Enough terri- 
tory has been tested and is known to 
be productive to make room for a large 
number of locations to drill. The South 
Penn Oil Company is starting its No. 4 
on the Austin Griffith farm. On Bear 
Fork, Duval district, Lincoln county, 
the Big Creek Development Company 
has drilled its test on the J. E. May 
farm into the Berea grit and has a 30- 
barrel producer from that formation. 


The deep sand territory of Clinton 
Lime development is now attracting 
more attention than any other in south- 
eastern Ohio, chiefly as a result of the 
recent test completed on the Edward 
Stevenson farm, which has given the 
production of the district a substantial 


gain. It is estimated that the daily 
production is now slightly above 900 
barrels, one-third of the aggregate 


being furnished by the good strike on 
the Stevenson farm. The test wells 
now drilling in the district, some of 
which are nearing the sand, will fur- 
nish some important. information as 
to what may be expected in the way 
of extending the producing area of the 
pool. It can be said to the credit of the 
wells now completed and _ producing 
that they show commendable staying 
qualities, * 


In Belle Valley, in the Caldwell dis- 
trict, Noble county, Southeastern Ohio, 
occasionally a good producer is found 
in the Berea grit formation. In this 
development Chris McKee has com- 
pleted a second test on the James Mc- 
Cune farm and will have a 30-barrel 
producer. In the same district the Ohio 
Fuel Supply Company is drilling a test 
on the Jacob Secrest farm. In the same 
formation Lucille Phillips completed 
his No. 4 on the Henry Crock farm and 
got a duster. He then went but a 
short distance from the dry hole and 
started No. 4 and got a 50-barrel pro- 


ducer. In the same district the Lee 
Farm Oil Company got a _ 10-barrel 
pumper at its test on the Sebastian 


Hohman farm and J. M. Speary & Co. 


scored a duster at their No. 10 on the 
J. W. and T. A, Clark farm. 
In the Hollidays Cove district, in 


Brooke county, W. Va., C. Ferguson & 
Co. have completed their No. 4 on the 
James McWha farm and have a show 
for a 35-barrel producer. This well is 
located 500 feet east of No. 3 on the 
same farm and is inside of defined 
limits. One mile east of the Hollidays 
Cove district Thompson & Co, have 
drilled their test on the S. White farm 
through the Berea grit and have a 
duster. So far all efforts to find an 
eastern extension to the producing for- 
mation have proven futile. Shooting 
is very generally practiced in this pool, 
and with beneficial results. C. Fergu- 
son & Co. gave their No. 5 on the 
George T. Orr farm a shot and in- 
creased its production from 25 to 60 
barrels a day. In the same district the 
same company shot its test on the B. 
Pool farm and increased its production 
from 80 to 185 barrels a day. 


Operators have not yet given up hope 
of finding an extension to the Follans- 
bee pool, in Brooke county, W. Va., on 
the Ohio side. Despite previous efforts, 
which have failed to find an extension, 
they are of the opinion that the river 
does not mark the line of production 
and are starting more tests. North of 
the dry hole drilled by Freudenberger 
& Co., on the McKee farm, Donaldson 
& Co. have started to drill at a test on 
the Miller heirs’ farm, This location is 
about 1,300 feet north and west of the 
duster. The older wells are holding up 
with remarkable tenacity. For the 
length of time the wells have been pro- 
ducing they have made a good record 
and those who have invested in that 
section of Brooke county have realized 
well, According to a recent report, the 
LaBelle Iron Works Nos. 1, 3 and 4 
were holding at 45, 215 and 315 barrels, 
respectively; the Ohio Valley Realty 
Company’s Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 5 at 155, 20, 
275 and 115 barrels, respectively, and 
Ferguson & Mahan’s No. 1 on the Ma- 
han lot at 175 barrels a day. In the 
same pool the Ohio Valley Realty Com- 
pany has drilled its No. 4 on its own 
farm into the Berea grit and has a very 
strong gasser, estimated to be good for 
5,000,000 cubic feet per day. The lo- 
cation of this well is 250 feet west of 
the gasser completed some time since 
by Cameron & Co.

Following a sharp advance in prices 
on pig lead, a much firmer tone to all 
lead products developed. There was 
no quotable change, but there was less 


disposition on the part of sellers to 
offer at quotations. All attempts to 
shade were without result, and cor- 
roders refused to make concessions, as 


they were inclined to do not long ago. 
There was a much better demand for 
all descriptions, especially white lead. 
Demand was from paint manufacturers 
principally. Other large consumers re- 
mained out, or confined their inquiries 
to small quantities. Zines continued 
active, with a fair amount of new busi- 
ness on contract and on spot. All dry 
colors were in better demand, with 
buying interest centered in blacks. It 
was still too early, following the an- 
nouncement of prices, to for any im- 
provement in demand for paris green, 
but a good business is looked for as 
the season advances. All descriptions 
of varnish gums were decidedly strong- 
er, following an increased demand. 
This was especially so in kauri and 
damar. Prices were practically un- 
changed, but it will not be long, it is 
thought, before much higher prices will 


rule. China wood oil was stronger and 
slightly higher on spot. Further ad- 
vances are looked for with no abate- 
ment in demand. Complete reports 
of the linseed oil and naval stores 
market appear on pages 19 and 22, 
respectively.

White Lead, Zines, Ete. 
WHITE LEAD.—Paint manufactur- 
ers and consumers ih kindred industries 
showed further buying interest in white 
lead. Additional quantities were taken 


up for spot and nearby delivery. No 
large lots were called for, but orders 
were decidedly more numerous. No 
new contracts were made, as con- 


sumers were content to meet their en- 
gagements as they developed. With- 
drawals on old contracts were up to 
seasonable proportions, however. There 
was no quotable change, but all grades 
were firmly held on the former basis of 
54% @55ec. for dry lead in car lots, while 
smaller quantities brought 5%%@é6c. 
Lead in oil ruled steady on the basis 
of 6%@6%c., as to brand, for lots of 
500 pounds and over, in packages of 
100 pounds and upward. In lots of less 
than 500 pounds the usual advance of 
one-half cent is charged. English lead 
in oil remained unchanged at 10%@ 
10%c., as to quantity. 

RED LEAD.—Little inquiry came to 
light from the large consumers, such 
as rubber manufacturers, and this was 
a disappointing feature. Demand from 
buyers in the painting trades was 
good, however, and ‘this served to off- 
set the lack of business from other 
quarters. Demand was principally for 
spot goods as heretofore, but an im- 
provement in demand for forward de- 
livery is looked for with the advance 
of the month. Prices remained firm 
and unchanged at 6%@6%c., as to 
grade and quantity, with small pack- 
ages 4@%c. higher. Imported grades 
were held at 84@8%c., as to quantity. 

LITHARGE.—Conditions in litharge 
were similar to those that prevailed in 
red lead. The large consumers re- 
mained out, for the most part, but the 


amount of business that developed 
from other sources was satisfactory. 
There was a firmer undertone to all 


grades, but prices remained steady on 
the former basis of 6%@6%c., as to 
grade and quantity. Improved grades 
were steady at 84@8éc., 1s to quantity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Trading in 
orange mineral was decidedly more ac- 
tive than recently, and sales were 
in excess of those in red lead and lith- 


arge. There was a good demand, espe- 
cially for American brands. French 
grades were also active, all incoming 


supplies being readily disposed of. Re- 
ceipts of 25 casks were almost entire- 
ly sold to arrive, and the small quan- 
tity that was available was quickly 
taken ex-dock. Other descriptions of 
mineral were in fair demand. All va- 
rieties were maintained at former 
prices, 84%@8%c. for American, 10@12c. 
for German and English, 12%@138c. for 
French, as to quantity, less the usual 
discount terms. 

ZINCS.—German brands continued to 
hold the leading position, consumers 
being more interested in these grades 
than others. Business was not large, 
however, owing to the absence of lib- 
eral offerings. All incoming supplies 
were well taken, and such goods as 
were unsold were easily disposed of. 
This left practically no goods to go into 
storage. Several additional contracts 
were made, and these will consume 
goods to arrive for some time to come. 
Therefore, there is little likelihood of 
any accumulation in spot stocks. Sup- 
plies in the primary markets are re- 
ported low, and this was a factor that 
tended to strengthen prices here. 
Goods were still obtainable at the for- 
mer quotations, however. There was 
no abatement in demand for American 
zines. New contracts were placed, and 
withdrawals on old contracts were 








heavier. There was a good demand for 
spot and nearby delivery also. Some 
attempt was made to shade prices, but 
sellers refused to make concessions in 
any way. Other zincs were more ac- 
tive, but buying interest was not so 
keen. Prices on all descriptions were 
as follows:—American, 54%@5%c., as to 
grade and quantity. French red seal, 
84% @8%c.; green seal, 10%@10%c., less 
the usual discount, as to quantity. 
German brands (French process), 6% 
@ic. for red seal, 74@7%c. for green 
seal, 7%@8%c. for white seal, as to 
quantity, ex dock; from shore, %c. ad- 
ditional. There were arrivals of near- 
ly 100 casks of white seal. 

PIG LEAD.—A_ sharp 
prices, which had been expected for 
some time in the local market, oc- 
curred on Tuesday, when the largest 
interest increased its price ten points, 
bringing the price up to 4.10c. Smaller 


advance in 


sellers immediately advanced their 
prices five points, as they had been 


generally selling at 4.05c. There was a 
decided improvement in demand follow- 
ing this upward movement and con- 
siderable business was_ transacted. 
Previous to the advance there had been 
offerings at 4.05c., but the highest bids 
were 4.02%c. Later sellers were re- 
luctant to offer at 4.10c. Futures were 
firmly held, May-June being quoted at 
4.15c., while in some instances 4.20c. 
was asked. It is expected that New 
York lead will be quoted soon at 4.25c. 
The St. Louis market developed un- 
usal strength following theincrease here. 
The highest bids in the early part of 
the week were 3.95c., with 4c. asked. 
After the advance here. there were 
willing buyers at 4c., and sales of 200 
tons were reported. Toward’ the 
closing there were no offers at 
that figure. The London = market 
was generally weak at the opening, 
the price ruling steadily at £13. Later 
the strength of the local market was 
reflected in an advance to £13 5s. There 


was little demand, however, and the 
price soon eased off to £13 2s. 6d. Ex- 
ports during the week were heavy, 


amounting to more than 2,000 tons. No 
arrivals were reported. 


Dry Colors. 


BLACKS. 
The most important business in 
blacks was on export account. Sev- 


eral large lots were taken up for ship- 
ment to Japan and other points in the 
East East. This is the first good busi- 
ness of its kind this season, as con- 
sumers at distant points were re- 
luctant, thus far, in placing orders. 
The demand was for carbon and lamp 
black principally. Bone black was neg- 
lected almost entirely. Inquiries from 
local consumers were of fair propor- 
tions considerable new business 
being transacted. There was a firmer 
tone to prices but no change. _ Prices 
as generally quoted were as follows:— 
2@4c. for bone black, 6%@10c. for low 
grade carbon, 18@28c. for high grade 
carbon, 3%4@8c. for American drop, 5@ 
ihe. for English, 16@20c. for ivory, 4@ 
6c. for commercial lamp, 7@lic. for re- 
fined, 9@20c. for calcined, 20@35c. for 
fine spirit, as to quality, quantity and 
term of sale. 


BLUES. 
A steady improvement in demand 
was noticeable in blues. No business 
of an unusual character developed, 


however, inquiries being for small spot 
lots principally, while contract deliv- 


eries were of seasonable proportions. 
These conditions did not tend to 
disturb prices, which were re- 
peated at 4@6c., for celestial, 31@38c. for 


Chinese, 18@25c. for Italian, 31@33c. for 
milori, 29@31c. for Prussian, 32@33c 
for soluble, 3%@l5c. for ultramarine, 
according to quality, quantity and 
seller. 
BROWNS. 
grade browns again attracted 
principal buying interest, and a good 
business was transacted in all varie- 
ties. Higher grades were also in bet- 
ter demand and several moderate sized 
quantities were taken up. Business 
was generally better than recently, and 
all descriptions were firmer. There 
was no quotable change, however, 
goods still heing obtainable on the for- 
mer basis of 8@9c. for Italian sienna, 
burnt and powdered; 14%4@2c. for Amer- 
ican, burnt and powdered; 2%@3c. for 
Turkey umber, burnt and powdered; 
1%@2c. for American, burnt and raw; 
24@3%c. for Vandyke brown, 2%@4c. 
for soluble, according to quality, quan- 
tity and terms of sale.

make “a mineral entry is to make the assertion 
that it contains gypsum or some other sub- 
stance that would bring it within the mineral 
law Now, as a matter of truth, the land 
doves not contain gypsum in suflicient quanti- 
ues to sustain the mining claim, and it is 
the truth that up to this time a holding of 
the so-called ‘mining claim’ until the first 
well was sunk and vil discovered has been 
largely by the power of the shotgun; and 
there is litigation untold in California until 
the first well is down and oil discovered. ‘This 
law requires the person who desires to enter 
the land to go to the land office and make the 
best showing he can that he thinks the land 
contains mineral oil, and thereupon he pays 
2> cents an acre and enters it much as you 
would a desert-land entry, and he then has 
three years in which to demonstrate that it 
contains oil. He then pays the same price he 
would for a mineral claim, $5 an acre. This 
bill also requires him to expend an amount 
equal to 50 cents an acre each year in the de- 
velopment of oil. Of course, as a matter of 


truth, in the development of oil, in three years 
he will have expended—well, all the way from 
$5,000 to $30,000 in getting down his well, for 


the wells cost that much in the oil country in 


California,’’ 
Representative Stephens, of Texus, sug- 


gested that the bill was far more liberal 
than the existing mining laws, which re- 
quire $500 worth of work to be done on 


each twenty acres, while under the pend- 
ing bill an equal amount of work would 
cover 160 acres, to which Mr. Smith re 
sponded: 

“You are required to produce a well, 
will cost from $5,000 up, and under the 
ent law you can get your patent without dis 
covering the oil if you can show you have got 
enough gypsum or anything of that kind to 
bear a title, Then you have your oil under 
neath if it be oil land. As a matter of truth 
they do not prove up on the gypsum gen- 
erally, but sink the first well and prove up on 
it by showing they have oil land.’’ 

Representative Williams, of Mississippi, 
the minority leader, inquired whether a 
so-called asphaltum ledge containing solid 
asphaltum could be entered under the bill, 
to which Mr. Smith responded that such 
locations could not be made under the 
proposed law, but would continue to be 
made under the mining laws. In further 
explanation of this feature of the bill, Mr,

Smith said: 

“The oil that is produced in California is 
nearly all of it of a very heavy kind, used 
only for fuel, ang the base is asphaltum, and 


it gradually becomes heavier and heavier in 


different localities, until you can not tell 
whether it is oil or liquid asphalt. Therefore 
I used both terms running through the bill, 
so that there might be no controversy as to 
whether you found an asphalt well or an oil 
well, and a psovision was put in as you sug 
gest, and that was done at the suggestion of 
the Land Department, that if you found a 
ledge of it—that is, hard asphalt, solidified 
asphalt—why then you might enter that as a 
separate mining claim, but it does not pass 
with the original entry.” 


Representative Williams also inquired 
why the proposed bill was limited to pub 
lic lands in California, to which Mr. Smith 
responded :— 

“I will explain that. I drew the bill and 
made it applicable to all the public lands of 
the United States, and I should like to explain 


the manner in which [I came to draw the bill. 
“I was visited last year by a committee from 
the Chamber of Mines of Los Angeles and 


asked if I would assist them in preparing legis 
lation on which they could found a claim that 
would justify the very heavy expense necessary 
in drilling the first wells on new territory. I 
collaborated with them and we produced a bill 

‘**‘We submitted it to the press of California 
by circular draft of the bill; it was criticised, 
and we accepted the amendments offered as we 
did criticisms and amendments from every di- 
rection of the State. Then we submitted it to 





the Interior Department and they gave further 
amendments, and we embodied them in this 
draft of the bill and then the committee 
amended it. 

“The Representatives of the public land 
States other than California, while they gen- 
erally agreed that this might be good legisla- 
tion, as one gentleman remarked, ‘We will try 
California 


it on the dog’—we will try it on 

was what they meant, but not meaning any 
disrespect to the State of California. They 
said, ‘We will try it on California, and if it 
works satisfactorily to those willing to make 
this large expenditure it can be applied to 
other States hereufter.’ My idea was to have 


it apply to other States because gentlemen from 


California want to go into Utah and other 
States and make tests for oil. I stood stub- 
bornly by it, but yielded to the members of 
the Western States, who said that they would 
not like to have it apply to their States until 
they saw how it worked out In California.’’ 


Representative Mondell, of the Public 
Lands Committee of the House, urged the 
passage of the bill as essential to the 
development of the petroleum industry of 
the Pacific Coast, but declared that it 
was in every respect a conservative meas 
ure. In this connection he said: 

“This bill the present

Canada and from the Pacific Ocean to the

SERIES OF REGULATIONS PREPARED BY 
COMMISSIONER OF INTERNAL REVE 
NUE FOR OPERATION OF STILLS 
AT AGRICULTURAL EXPERI- 
MENT STATIONS. 


Washington, D, C., May 1, 1908. 


The Acting Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue has prepared an important series 
of regulations perenirting the establish- 
ment and operation of stills at agricultural 
experiment stations for the manufacture 
of denatured alcohol. The Department of 
Agriculture recently devised a plan for 
educating the farmers of the country in 
the production of denatured alcohol on a 
small scale through the co-operation of 
the experiment stations and with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury 
the following regulations are to be pro- 
mulgated:— 


Section 4 of the act of March 1907, 
lating to denatured alcohol, provides:— 

That at distilleries producing alcohol from 
any substance whatever, for denaturation only, 
and having a daily spirit-producing capacity 
of not exceeding 100 proof gallons, the use of 
cisterns or tanks of such size and construc 
tion as may be deemed expedient may be per- 
mitted in lieu of distillery bonded warehouses, 
and the production, storage, the manner and 
process of denaturing on the distillery premises

such alcohol, and the operations of such dis- 
tilleries shall be upon the execution of such 


bonds and under such regulations as the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury, may 
prescribe, and such distilleries may by such 
regulations be exempted from such provisions 
of the existing laws relating to distilleries as 
may be deemed expedient by said officials, 

Under and by virtue of the authority con 
ferred by said section 4, distilleries having a 
daily spirit-producing capacity of not exceeding 
100 proof gallons, established by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at any of its experiment 
stations, or by any agricultural college of any 
State or Territory at any experiment station es- 
tablished under the laws of such State or Ter- 
ritory, for the production of alcoho! for dena- 
turation only, are hereby exempt from any and 
all provisions of existing laws relating to dis- 
tilleries, except the provisions of sections 3258 
and 3264, Revised Statutes, relatinfg to the 
registry of stills and the survey of distilleries, 
and so much of section 3259 as requires every 
person intending to engage in the business of a 
distiller to give notice in writing to the col- 
lector of the district where the business fs to 
be carried on. Distilleries so established will 
constitute a separate and distinct class to be 
designated as ‘‘Agricultural experiment dis- 
tilleries,’’ and will be subject to the following 
regulations :— 

1. Each such distillery shall be operated un- 
der the supervision of a regularly designated 
officer of the department or college, who shall 
file with the collector of internal revenue of 
the district a registration in duplicate, on 
Form 26, of the stills when set up for use. 
Such officer shall also file with the collector 
a notice in duplicate setting forth:— 

(a) Name and location of the department or 
college establishing such distillery.

cept in the case of manufacturers, where the 
aleohol is to be reused for manufacturing pur- 
poses) is expressly prohibited by section 2, act 
of June 7, 1906. 

4. At the end of each month or with ten 
days thereafter, the officer under whose super- 
vision the distillery was operated during the 


month will furnish the collector of the district 
a written statement showing (a) the kind and 
quantity of materials used during the month, 
(b) the fermenting period of each kind of ma- 
terial used, (c) the number of bollings each day 
the distillery was operated and the quantity of 
alcohol, in wine and proof gallons, produced 
each day from each kind of material used, (d) 
the kind and quantity of denaturants used and 
the quantity of alcohol (in wine and proof 
gallons) denatured during the month, and (e) 
the disposition of the alcohol so denatured 
The business so carried on at such distilleries 
will at all times be subject to inspection by the 
internal revenue officers 

The foregoing regulations will take effect May 
1, 1908, and until printed blanks of the forms 
herein prescribed are furnished typewritten 
forms may be used.

sent to the Hon. Alfred B. Kittredge, 
of the United States Senate, and would 
request you to print same in your next 
issue of the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. 
It refers to a bill introduced for the pre- 
vention of the manufacture of anything 
but the highest grade paris green, a bill 


which meets with our hearty approval, 
with one exception, as outlined in our 
letter.

COPY OF LETTER TO MR. KITTREDGE 
Hon. Alfred B. Kittredge, 

United States Senate, Washington, D. C. 

Dear Sir:—Our attention has been called 
to a bill recently introduced by you in the 
United States Senate, providing for the 
prevention of the manufacture, sale, 
transportation, etc., of adulterated or mis- 
branded paris green, ete. 

Our firm is the largest manufacturer of 
paris green in this country, and we notice 
with extreme satisfaction the tendency of 
the various States, and now of Congress, 
to prevent the sale of adulterated paris 
green. 

It is indeed welcome news to us who 
have always manufactured strictly pure 
paris green to see this tendency, as we 
believe the ultimate user of paris green 
has every right to expect that he receive 
only the strictly pure article. 

It is remarkable that there is only one 
point in your bill to which any exception 
can be taken by the manufacturers of 
paris green, and it is as follows:— 

Section 7 provides “that for the purpose 
of this act an article shall be deemed to 
be adulterated :— 

“In the case of paris green, 
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Blacks are still and 


always will be made at the old 
stand, viz, Camden, N. J. by

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“First—If it does not contain at least 
35 per cent. of arsenious oxide,’ etc. 

From our experience of many years, we 
think 55 per cent. is too high, and that it 
fails to make due allowance for circum- 
stances over which the manufacturer has 
no control, and that same should be 
changed to & per cent., or at the most 
52 per cent. for the following reason:— 

We desire to call your attention to the 
various laws passed by the various States 
who have looked into this matter, espe- 
cially the State of California, which was 
the first to take up this question of 
strictly pure paris green, they using it not 
for the extermination of the potato bug, 
as in other States, but for spraying fruit 








trees. The laws now passed are as fol-

We consider 5 per cent. too high, be- 
cause it is the endeavor of every manu- 
facturer to reduce his paris green below 
3% per cent.; water soluble arsenic as 
much as possible, because any excess of 
3% per cent. is apt to burn the leaves or 
foliage. 

Now, in the manufacturers’ efforts to 
reduce this percentage, which is done by 
repeated washing of paris green, he is 
liable to wash out slight percentages of 
the combined arsenious oxide with copper. 
There is a tendency for this to take place, 
which may or may not reduce the per- 
centage below 55 per cent. 

We desire to call your attention to Bul- 
letin No. 154 of the Maine Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, issued in April, 1908, at 
Orono, Me., page 110. Fifty samples of 
paris green were examined and only four 
or five fell below 55 per cent. 

Also in the New Jersey Bulletin No. 19, 
page 5, of twenty-one samples examined, 
only four fell below 55 per cent., of which 
three are above 54% per cent., and only 
one above 53 per cent. 

What we claim is that if a paris green 
falls below 55 per cent., it is an acci- 
dental condition over which the manufac- 
turer has no control, and which some- 
times is due to the varying qualities of 
the arsenic employed. 

The only reason why we suggest this 
change to 50 per cent. or 52 per cent. Is 
simply to allow the manufacturer a mar- 
gin of safety in case of accidental con- 
ditions which may arise. 

In conclusion we wish to say we have 
on hand under date of April 24, an analy- 
sis made by Ledoux & Co, of New York, 
of a strictly pure paris green, highly rec- 
ommended in the State of Maine, which 
contained only 1.36 per cent. of free arse- 
nious acid, but at the same time, the 
arsenic combined with copper was only 
50.37 per cent. 

In other words, in the efforts which 
were made in this case to reduce the 
quantity of water soluble arsenic, the 
quantity of combined arsenic also was re- 
duced to §% per cent. 

It ts our opinion that practically 9 per 





cent. of the paris green made to-day con- 
tains at least 55 per cent, of combined 
arsenic, and were it not for the penalty 
attached to the bill, which might work 
some injustice to the legitimate manu- 
facturer, we would not suggest the 
change from 55 or 52 per cent., as the case 
may be.

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Steps Towards Tariff Revision. 


RESOLUTION INTRODUCED IN THE 
HOUSE TO AUTHORIZE COMMITTEE ON 
WAYS AND MEANS TO SIT DUR- 
ING RECESS TO GATHER DATA 
FOR A REVISION BILL 


Washington, D. C., May 1, 1908. 


The first step toward the revision of the 
tariff in the Sixty-first Congress, which 
has heretofore been foreshadowed in this 
correspondence, was taken on_the 3th 
ultimo, when Representative Payne, of 
New York, chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee and the majority leader 
on the floor of the House, introduced a 
resolution authorizing his committee to sit 
during the coming recess to gather in- 
formation to be made the basis of a com- 
prehensive overhauling of the Dingley act. 
The text of this resolution is as follows:— 


“Resolved, That the Committee on Ways and 
Means is authorized to sit during the recess of 
Congress and to gather such _ information, 
through government agents or otherwise, as it 
may deem fit, looking toward the preparation 
of a bill for the revision of the tariff; and said 
committee is authorized to purchase such books 
and to have such printing and binding done as 
it shall require and in addition to requiring 
the attendance of the committee stenographers 
is authorized to employ an additional stenog- 
rapher and to incur such other expenses as 
may be deemed necessary by said committee; 
and all the expenses of said committee shall be

paid out of the contingent fund of the House 
on the usual vouchers as now provided by 
law.’’ 


The plan to have the Ways and Means 
Committee sit during the recess to gather 
information but not to undertake the 
framing of a new tariff law, is credited to 


one of the most astute members of the 
majority in the House, Representative 
Tawney, of Minnesota It will be ob- 


served that the resolution does not ham- 
per the committee by specific instructions, 
but leaves it free to pursue any line of 
investigation that may be deemed appro- 
priate and advisable. The resolution has 
gone to the Committee on Rules, which fs 
composed of the Speaker, Representative 
Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, the ranking 
member of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. and Representative Sherman, of New 
York, Republicans; Representative Under- 
wood. of Alabama, a member of the Ways 
and Means Committee, and Representa- 
tive De Armond, of Missouri, Democrats. 
It will undoubtedly be favorably reported 
and adonted within a few days. The 
Senate Finance Committee will also be 
authorized by a special resolution to sit 
during the coming recess, but as the 
House must originate tariff legislation, the 
burden of the preliminary work will fall 
on the Ways and Means Committee,

has been a fair demand for 
oil during the week, though 
trade in comparison with other years 
at this season it can hardly be con- 
sidered active. The same policy of 
holding back, which has been a prom- 
inent feature of the market since the 
troublesome times of last fall, is as 
much in evidence as ever. Buyers 
cannot be induced to contract for sup- 
plies more than barely sufficient to 
cover their current needs notwithstand- 
ing that present appearances point to 
a strong market. Very little if any 
business has been reported beyond 
June. Some manufacturing consumers 
have as usual been feeling the mar- 
ket for deliveries further ahead, but 
their inquiries do not ring true; they 
do not bear the ear marks of sincerity, 
in other words, and their bids are too 
low to excite even casual interest with 
the mills. Notwithstanding the lack of 
active demand, the market continues 
to grow in strength. Seed, after some 
fluctuating, closed well up near the end 
of the week, and with the knowledge 
that there is very little stock held by 
the principal distributing agents and 
manufacturing consumers, crushers are 
content to wait and hold their oil up 
to a firm basis. There have been buy- 
ers in the market for lots of 5 cars or 
more, at 39 cents, but all bids below 
40 cents have been declined. The ques- 
tion of quantity does not seem to enter 
into that of price, and small parcels of 
10 or 15 barrels, as well as car lots, 
have been sold on the basis of 40 cents 
for Western oil, though for jobbing 
lots crushers ask from 41 to 42 cents, 
according to brand and quantity. West- 
ern mills do not appear to be carry- 
ing much oil, or at all events, they are 
not anxious sellers at the present mar- 
ket. This, however, should not be 
taken to mean that there is a scarcity, 
as there is undoubtedly plenty of oil 
in sight to meet the probable demands 
of the trade. The tendency just the 
same is towards higher rather than 
lower prices. The card quotations are 
unaltered from last week.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 

The market was particularly dull and 
uninteresting last week. It might be 
classed as practically nominal. Under 
pressure of quiet demand the mills 
have reduced quotations for cake to 
the basis of $28.50 to $29, or about 75 
cents below the figures quoted a week 
ago. As there has been no business, 
however, these figures are merely nom- 
inal. 

Cottonseed Oils. 

The interval has proved an eventful 
one in cottonseed oil. After early ir- 
regularity and lower prices, the market 
firmed up, gaining in activity and 
strength as the week progressed. Per- 
haps the actual scarcity of real oil has 
been more fully demonstrated than it 
was a few days ago. At any rate there 
were no freer offerings of vil at the early 
decline than there were ut the higher 
prices, and it caused comparatively little 
exertion on behalf of the leading bull 
operators to turn the declining market 
into a bear stampede. Although the 
situation appeared somewhat unsettled 
during the previous two weeks it was 
noted in this column that underlying 
conditions had not changed and that 
the position of the market was exceed- 
ingly strong The week’s operations 
seem to confirm this view. There has 
also been evidence of a well controlled 
situation and the consensus of opinion 
is that the market is kept well in hand 
by two or three large local operators. 
Many dealers have referred to the ac- 
tion of the market as similar to that of 
last year at this time and there are 
some who venture to predict a similar 
outcome. It is a fact, however, that 
after every reaction, the upward movye- 
ment extends a little further than be- 
fore, thus the trend is gradually estab- 
lishing a higher value basis. What is 
left of the crude oil crop in the South 
is held more closely than ever and 
transactions have been very light with 
prices advancing in sympathy with re- 


fined. Last Monday 33c. was quoted for 
crude oil, while at the close 35c. was 
bid with sales reported at 35%c. in 
some favorable sections. The begin- 
ning of the advance was last Wednes- 
day and was accompanied by many 
spectacular bids. For instance, after 


May oil had advanced from 4lc, to 42c., 
a leading refiner bid 42c. for 20,000 bar- 
rels without an offer. On the same day 
July advanced from 41%c. to 42%c., 
and the latter price was freely bid for 
round lots without bringing any free

CEYLON OIL.—Efforts to sell abroad 
have met with poor success, according 
to late advices, and offerings of French 
copra at exceptionally favorable terms 
ure not being touched by consumers. 
A feeling is prevalent among scme im- 
porters that, the large supply of copra 
as a bear influence will be offset by the 
strong positions of other soap stocks, 
thus forcing soapmakers into the co- 
coanut oil market and largely increas- 
ing the consumption of that commod- 
ity. Be that as it may the present 
status of Ceylon oil is not one to inspire 
confidence in an advance and unless 
reports are grossly exaggerated the 
anxiety of some holders of copra to 
‘liquidate gives the reverse impression 
as to the market’s future course. The 
spot situation is substantially the same 
as last reported. Interest centres in 
small lots for which full prices are ob- 
tained, owing to the small supply avail- 
able. Light consignments are sold at 
6%gc., a shade better being possible in 
some quarters, June, July and August 
shipment is quoted at 5%c. 

COCHIN OIL.—New business is con- 
fined to small scattering orders with 
specifications against outstanding con- 
tracts absorbing most of the stuff pass- 
ing through local hands. Stocks in the 
local market are understood to be com- 
paratively light, which lends support to 
the current rates of 8c, for spot E. IL. 
The forward positions are not so firm 
but offer nothing in the way of price 
changes. Early May arrival is held at 
T¥ec.; May, from Europe, 6%c., and 
August-October, from India, 6%c. 

CORN OIL.—Car-lot consignments 
are none too common, though a moder- 
ate trade in lesser quantities and in- 
terested inquiry on the part of con- 
sumers gave a little more life to the 
market than has recently been ex- 
perienced. Cottonseed oil in its con- 
tinued upward course has been the 
prime mover for greater strength in 
this commodity, and if further ad- 
vanced will probably find reflection in 
higher prices for corn oil. In the mean- 
time $4.80 is asked for carload ship- 
ments and according to quantity, up to 
$4.85 for less. 

OLIVE OIL.—The_ restrictive in- 
fluence of adverse appraisers’ decisions 
in classifying olive oils has resulted in 
almost an entire suspension of ship- 
ments. Although there are but scanty 
stocks in this market the values are 
hardly more than steady, owing to the 
light demand, yellow prime quoting at 
67@69c. Foots are moving on contract 
exclusively and on spot are more or 
less nominal at 64%@6%c. Lower views 
are expressed by some sellers, but the 
majority hold to the above quotations. 
Arrivals this week comprised 750 bbls. 
for local account, 

PALM OIL.—A fairly even run of 
business continues to come out through 
the steady demand of soapmakers. 
The indications at this writing are that 
the item will continue in favor. Sup- 
plies have come forward freely and 
taken all in all the situation is quite the 
best of any under this head. Red is 
strong at 5%c., as previously quoted, 
and Lagos meets good inquiry at 5% 
@5%e. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Apparently con- 
sumption has not increased much. De- 
liveries are principally on existing 
contracts, and outside buying of the 
usual meager proportions, Refiners, 
however, are taking raw material in a 
generous way, as evidenced by the ar- 
rival this week of 700 bbls. for manu- 
facture. Rates current are as set out 
last week:—Burning, 75@77c.; brown, 78 
@s80c., and refined, 75@76c. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 


COD OIL.—Although the local trade 
have been receiving a larger number 
of inquiries than during the month of 
March, buyers were slow to close on 
other than the smallest transactions. 
Prices have remained nominally steady 
at 42@44c. for domestic oil and 44@4é6c.

LARD OI1L.—The

Soap in Turkey. 
OPPORTUNITY TO SBLL GOOD ARTICLES 


FOR LAUNDRIES. 


Consul-General Edward H. Ozmun, of 
Constantinople, furnishes the following 
information concerning the soap trade of 
Turkey and the opportunity which exists 
a certain American soaps in that mar- 

et.

The average annual olive oil crop in the 
Levant, inc mere Greece, is nearly 100,- 
000 tons, of whic two-thirds is produced 
in Turkey. It is estimated that about 25 
per cent. of the product of Turkish oil is 
used in soap making. Native soap, as 
also that imported from Greece, is used 
by the poorer classes both for laundry 
and toilet purposes. It is made from dif- 
ferent grades of olive oil with the ad- 
mixture of soda and potash. 

FOREIGN SOAPS COMING INTO USE. 

All laundry work in Turkey is done by 
the washerwoman, and in the most primi- 
tive manner. Hot water is always used, 
and from the moment the soap is put into 
the tub it never leaves it, always remain- 
ing in the hot water, and never melting. 
It is difficult to get people in this coun- 
try to change from what shay have been 
accustomed to, although within recent 
years certain foreign soaps have gradu- 
ally come into use. Native soap is made 
up in rectangular blocks weighing about 
1% pounds each.

Nitrits or SODA 
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There is imported into Constantinople 
from Marseille 25 or 30 tons of white soa 
annually, made up in bars of 100, 150, » 
500, and 1,000 grams (1,000 grams=—2.2 
pounds) and packed in cases. The quali- 
ties imported contain 50 to 70 per cent, of 
fat, and the price varies from 40 to 70 
francs per 100 kilos ($7.72 to $13.51 per 
220 pounds) free on board ship at Marseille. 

One brand of laundry soap has, by 
judicious advertising, taken a firm hold 
on the market. It can be used with cold 
water, and is beginning to be adopted 
where native soap held full sway. It is 
comparatively cheap, saves time, and is 
even used by some of the poorer classes 
for toilet purposes. This soap is made 
up in bars of two cakes joined, three bars 
in one box containing advertising matter 
in French and Turkish. One case is 
made up of 48 boxes and, notwithstanding 
local imitations, besides the competition 
of other soaps made up in a similar man- 
ner, its sales were not less than 7,000 cases 
during last year. It is retailed at 18 cents 
per box of three bars. 

There are still possibilities for a good 
laundry soap of similar quality in the 
hands of a pushing agent, but a little 
money would have to be spent in newspa- 
per advertising and putting printed 
posters around the town. 

SOFT AND TOILET SOAPS. 

It is estimated that the annual imports 
of soft soap reach 1,800 barrels, contain- 
ing about 450 pounds each, besides a con- 
siderable quantity in tins and drums con- 
taining from 1 pound to 112 pounds each. 
This is imported principally from England, 
although France has a considerable share 
in the trade. That coming from Marseille 
is very dark in color, and is quoted at 
36 franes per 100 kilos ($6.95 per 220 pounds). 
The English is much lighter in color, 
and the two first qualities cost about 
12s. 6d. and lls. 6d. per hundredweight 
($3.04 and $2.80 per 112 pounds) c. i. f. Con- 
stantinople. 

Most of the higher-priced toilet soaps 
are imported from France. England has 
a good share with one popular make, and 
cheaper articles come from Austria and 
Germany. Our share is insignificant. 

There is a large business to be done in 
cheap toilet soap. One firm alone is 
selling 500 dozens of toilet soap per month, 
put up in fancy boxes, containing 6 cakes 
each, which are sold for 20 cents. This 
line, however, is generally made up in 
boxes containing 3 cakes, and is retailed 
at about 12 cents per box.

Operations have been stimulated to 
a slight extent in the Eastern fields 
within the interval, and while dusters 
figure to a larger degree in the record- 
ed results, the aggregate production 
has scored a moderate gain. The most 
noteworthy development of the week 
has been experienced in the Clinton 
lime formation of Fairfield county, 
Southeastern Ohio, where a well was 
drilled that registered approximately 
300 barrels the first twenty-four hours 
after it had been completed and shot. 
This is said to be the best deep sand 
producer the county has furnished, and 
is likely to encourage keen interest 
senerally in the district, although con- 
siderable expense is involved in de- 
velopment work there. In the Macks- 
burg field of Neble county, in the same 
section of Ohio, a 50-barrel producer 
was brought in but a short distance 
where the operator has just before en- 
countered a duster. In the same dis- 
trict a late test yielded a 30-barrel 
well. In the Lowell district of Wash- 
ington county, a showing for a 35- 
barrel producer was the best result 
noted among recent completions. 
Among West Virginia developments 
during the week Murion county merits 
primary consideration, a test in the 
deep sand formation of Lincoln district 
recording 237 barrels the first fourteen 
hours after the pay stratum had been 
reached. Nothing of an exceptional 
character has been disclosed as to re- 
cent operations in the Brooke coun- 
ty pools. Hope is still centered in 
finding an extension to the Follans- 
bee pool on the Ohio side, despite 
previous failure in that direction, and 
several new tests are in progress. The 
older wells in the pool are sustaining 
their production with gratifying te- 
nacity, shooting being occasionally in- 
dulged in to stimulate the output. The 
same practice has also been followed 
in the Holliday’s Cove pool in the 
Same county, with satisfactory results. 
In that district a late completion was 
credited with a showing for a 35-barrel 
producer within defined limits. There 
is now scant prospect for developing 
an eastern extension to the producing 
formation, another duster having been 
encountered one mile in advance of 
the district. Roane county, in the same 
State, has contributed more encourag- 
ing results, a completion that was re- 
ported promising for a 50-barrel pro- 
ducer having been drilled in the Wal- 
ton district. Lincoln county operations 
are being prosecuted with greater zest, 
especially within the proven limits, 
where sufficient territory has been test- 
ed to offer fair chances for paying 
returns. Deep sand operations in 
Monongalia county have been attended 
with some favorable results, three wells 


yielding an aggregate of 9%5 barrels 
per day. Our record of operations in 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania and 


Southeastern Ohio for the week-shows 


completions of 85 wells, of which 30 
were unsuccessful and a new daily 
production of 1,145 barrels, while for 


the previous week were noted 68 com- 
pletions, of which 24 were dry or gas- 
sers, and a new daily production of 1,061

There has been 
occasion a resumption of activity in 
the Lima field of Northwestern Ohio 
and Indiana, and as our correspondent 
writes, a further enhancement of crude 
values is needed to encourage operators, 
the wells that are occasionally brought 
in being of such light capacity that it 
takes a long period to realize upon the 
investment. The prospects in the Illi- 


nothing to 


nois field continue to brighten as the 
more adequate pipe line and storage 
facilities relieve the congestion of 


crude. About 100,000 barrels a day are 
now being moved, but our correspond- 


ent believes it doubtful whether the 
production can be sustained to this 
level. The resources of the field will 


undoubtedly be more thoroughly test- 
ed with the outlet for crude of more 
commensurate proportions. Comple- 
tions for the week in Illinois numbered 
69, of which 52 were credited with fur- 
nishing a mew daily production of 
5,555 barrels. There is a promise of 
more energetic work in Kentucky in 
the near future, with a gradual widen- 
ing of the lines of activity. There is 
a disposition toward wildcatting, de- 
spite recent discouragment. Advices 
from the Gulf coast region have not 
been of particular significance so far 
as late developments are concerned. 
The best recorded results were the 
bringing in of a well in the Jennings 
field of Louisiana that was reported 
good for about 600 barrels of fine oil 
under compressed air, and the comple- 
tion of a producer on Spindle Top, 
Texas, the capacity of which was esti- 
mated at 300 to 500 barrels a day. Our 
California correspondent writes of in- 
creasing activity in the fields of the 
State, particularly on the part of a 
leading company, whose operations 
have assumed a ‘‘wildcatting” nature 
as well as in the direction of more con- 
servative ventures. Among the corre- 
spondence will be found a letter giving 
some interesting details of late de- 
velopments in the Mexican fields, 





Refined and Products. 

The activity for export account con- 
tinues to furnish the distinguishing 
feature in the local market for refined, 
our record of clearances for the inter- 
val indicating a substantial gain over 
the total for the previous week, com- 
parative amounts being 16.049,250 
against 14,079,040 gallons. Of the former 
quantity 10,078,980 gallons were shipped 
in bulk. Chartering for forward ac- 
count has comprised 430,000 cases from 
this port, distributed as follows:—140,-

Zeeland, 140,000 cases for May-June 


shipment to Australia, and 150,000 cases 
for May shipment to Taku Bar. Do- 
mestic trading has remained within 
moderate limits, but is declared to be 
well up to the seasonable average. The 
market reflects continued firmness, 
chiefly under the influence of the heavy 
drain on supplies to satisfy foreign re- 
quirements and the strong position of 
high grade crude. 

Mail advices note a continued de- 
pression in refined on the Baku mar- 
ket, with further vielding in values. 
The demand is generally sluggish, but 
some buyers have taken advantage of 
the low prices to cover forward sales. 
Crude, on the other hand, is a trifle

(5) Other Determinations, 

It is seldom worth while to make any fur- 
ther determinations. If desired, however, the 
iron and aluminum may be precipitated as

(b) Ultramarine. 

Ultramarine is a compound of unknown con- 
stitution made by heating clay, soda, sulphur 
and charcoal together. It appears to be com- 
plex silicate and sulphid of aluminum and so- 
dium. Ultramarine may be readily distin- 
guished from Prussian blue by being dissolved 
in hydrochloric acid with the evolution of hy- 
drogen sulphid. It cannot be mixed with lead 
pigments on account of the sulphid present. 
Good ultramarine gives little tarnish on pol- 
ished copper. An analysis is of little value, 
but if desired may be conducted as follows:—

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Mexican Glass Trade. 


Vera Cruz, 


GERMAN SALES LEAD AT THE 
ENTRY PORT. 

Consul W. W. Canada states that Mex- 
ico’s imports of glass at the port of Vera 
Cruz for the six months ended December 
31, 1907, reached the value of $334,867, 
United States currency, and cover nearly 
every article mentioned in the tariff, the 
yarseus supplying countries being as fol- 
ows:— 

Germany furnished the bulk of the ship- 
ments, or 6) per cent., amounting in value 
to $204,248. France was next in order of 
importance, with $44,326, or 13 per cent., 
followed by the United States, with $31,017. 
or 9 per cent. Other countries worthy of 
mention are Belgium, with $17,000; Austria, 
with $15,613, and England, with $15,374. 

Germany's exports to Mexico consist of 
fine glassware, large quantities of com- 
mon bottles, cheap mirrors, etc. The 
value of similar goods imported from the 
United States amounted to $18,765. This 
sum, however, represents more than one- 
half the value of all American exports of 
glass to this country by way of Vera 
Cruz. Belgium and Germany are the prin- 
cipal exporters of plate glass.

GIVE WAY TO MODERN

Consul Edward H, Thompson, of Pro- 
greso, reports that until recently Yucatan 
has followed the ancient building customs 
of the Spanish tropics, viz., immense 
doors (zaguanes) and windows, grilled and 
barred iron openings, some stone fretwork 
and almost no glass. He reviews former 
and present conditions of the glass trade 
as follows:— 

In some of the most palatial dwellings 
there were small inlaid glass panes, in 
various colors, placed within the upper 
portions of certain alcoves and arches, but 
they ‘were in themselves so few and in- 
significant as not to be worth mentioning 


commercially. Previous to 1897 the glass 


imported was principally in the form of 
the elaborate glassi chandeliers and mir- 
rors. They were at that time immense 
and intricate affairs, of great weight 
and consequent cost. No social or official 
function was considered to be complete 
that was not graced by the presence of 
these glistening masses of pendant prisms, 
graceful curves and reflecting surfaces. 
Besides these were the less ornate, but 
still large and sometimes costly white 
glass cylinders, used by the better class

$650 American currency. During the same 
period there was also imported ordinary 
window glass to the value of $380, and 
glass dishes of the cheaper grade, oil and 
shrine lamps of colored and decorated 
glass, to the value of $1,900. Thus the 
total amount of glass imports into this 
consular district for the tisecal year of 
1896-97 were about $3,000, 

Since that period there has been a gen 
eral awakening as to the utilitarian value 
of plate and ordinary glass, not only as 
a protection against dust and vermin, but 
as a means for the suitable display of fine 
goods, and even for ornamental decora- 
tion. Now a large showcase or a hand 
some display of goods in a_ full-sized 
plate-glass window has become such a 
common sight in Merida and the other 
large cities of Yucatan that they attract 
but little attention from anybody except 
the curious natives of the pueblos.

DEVELOPMENT OF TRADE—DIFFERENT 
CLASSES OF GOODS PURCHASED. 

The importations of foreign glass into 
Aguascalientes is stated by Consul W. D. 
Shaughnessy to be comparatively small,

It is only about seven years ago that the 
first carload of foreign glass was placed 
on the market, and until this carload was 
received a nate glass manufactured in 
the vicinity of Mexico City was used en- 
tirely. The latter is of a very poor qual- 
ity, uneven, wavy and of a greenish color, 
which, under cold climatic conditions, will 
crack and break, 

The approximate value of window glass 
imported into this district is estimated at 
about $4,500 gold per annum, This includes 





the freight, duties and all expenses at 
destination. All the window glass im- 


ported is purchased from Belgian manu- 
facturers, arriving in Mexico at the ports 
of Vera Cruz and Tampico, in thin sheets 
from one to one and one-half millimeters 


thick, and in_ thick sheets, double 
strength, from two to three millimeters 
thick, 


Plate glass is not marketed to any ex- 
tent owing to the small demand. Those 
having plate-glass windows in_ their 
houses or stores have imported them di- 
rect or through agents in Mexico City. 
Fancy glass, consisting of dishes, pitchers, 
glasses and colored window glass, is im- 
ported mostly from the United States, 
Belgium and Germany. The approximate 
value of this class of glassware is $3,750 
gold per annum.

The exports of window glass from the 
United States to Mexico amounted to $20,- 
364 in the fiscal year 1906 and $29,004 in 
1907, while all other glass going to Mexico 
from this country amounted to $490,134 and 
$524,629 in these respective years. For 
comparative purposes it may be stated 
that Canada purchased from the United 
States $15,529 worth of window glass and 
$838,285 of other glass in 1907, while the 
next best customer is Cuba, where $170,980 
worth of American glass goods were 
shipped in 1906.

Saturday Noon, May 2, 1908. 


The turn of the month has been a 
welcome event in the local trade, and 
in some quarters it proved to be the 
oceasion for brighter prospects, a mod- 
erate renewal of buying interest hav- 
ing been experienced. There can be 
little doubt that the volume of busi- 
ness for April fell considerably below 
that of the same period last year, and 
the waning days of last month brought 
general expressions of dissatisfaction. 
The week’s developments have been of 
broader significance, involving price 
changes of more than the usual inter- 
est. In the foreground stand the de- 
clines in morphine and_ strychnine, 
which are attributed to competition 
and the influence of foreign markets. 
The morphine reduction, like that of 
codeine, noted previously, is in the face 
of a firmer market for opium. Primary 
cable advices on opium record an up- 
ward tendency, but no further change 
was occasioned on spot. Quinine has 
followed the same routine course. Cod- 
liver oil has again yielded to the un- 
isually favorable fishing results in 
Norway. Glucose and grape sugar 
were quoted at a lower basis. Soap 
bark was in firmer tendency for the 
manufacturing grades. The cheaper 
grades of Bourbon and South American 
vanilla beans have been moving stead- 
ily into consuming channels, but the 
higher qualities are backward. Oil of

bergamot has maintained an upward ; 


tendency, There was a better tone to 
lemon oil, Dut values were not affected, 
There was a heavy arrival of camphor 
oil, but it was well controlled and was 
of little significance on the market. 
Sitronella scored an advance. Spear- 
mint was a little irregular. There was 
comparatively little movement in re- 
fined camphor, but values were ap- 
parently steady. Sales of henbane 
leaves were reported at an advance. 
Among the seeds cardamoms were 
easier and American wormseed was 
lower. Sabadilla was in firmer ten- 
dency.

Opium. 


The market has retained its more 
favorable position, indicated in our 
previous report, and late cable advices 
from primary quarters have been of a 
nature to induce keener confidence in 
the realization of enhanced values. 
News from Turkey noted an advance 
of 10d., owing to the unfavorable out- 
look for the spring sowings, rain be- 
ing needed. Earlier reports were to the 
effect that the plants had been dam- 
aged by worms. The stability of the 
local market has been attested by sales 
of cases at $4.55, but jobbing lots have 
commanded the principal attention of 
buyers, $4.5744@4.60 having been real- 
ized. The market for powdered has 
failed to respond to the improved con- 
ditions affecting whole, and quotations 
have remained on the relatively low 
basis of $5.15@5.25, as to test, quantity 
and seller.

Zilleh soft ship- 
ping grade is kept at 15s. 9d.@16s., without 
buyers. 

Smyrna, April 11, 1908. 

The arrivals to date amount to 1,374 cases, 
against 3,210 at the same period last year. 
Only one basket of extra Carahissar changed 
hands this week at the high figure of 14s, 2d. 
per lb. The caterpillar or worm scourge, which 
has attacked the opium plantations again this 
year, is spreading further and further as the 
season advances, and as complaints are daily 
coming in now from almost all the upper dis- 
tricts, it is much feared that there will be a 
serious deficit in the Anatolian outturn of 
opium this year. The holders of the drug are 
jubilant over this, and fully expect again a 
small crop, with every hope of ultimately re- 
alizing, if not a profit on their present hold- 
ings, at least no loss, but this means 5@é6s.

Morphine. 


The announcement of a 10c. reduc- 
tion in morphine prices during the 
week occasioned some surprise in view 
of the firmer outlook for opium, but 
the move can be attributed to practi- 
cally the same conditions that were 
associated with the decline in codeine 
during the previous week, namely, com- 
petition and the unfavorable influence 
of foreign markets. The revised basis 
for morphine is $2.65@2.75 for bulk, $2.70 
@2.80 for ounces, $2.90@3 for one-eighth

Quinine. 


The market has developed little of 
tangible interest during the week, and 
the announcement of the bark ship- 
ments during April occasioned but 
passing comment. The total was in 
excess of that for the two previous 
months, amounting to 1,304,000 Dutch 
pounds. The aggregate for the four 
months of the year compares favor- 
ably with that for the corresponding 
period last year, comparative amounts 
being 4,386,000 |Dutch pounds in 1908 
and 5,621,000 pounds in 1907. A_ basis

The impression preyails in the HMastern mar 
ket that cascara sagrada is held here in large 
quantities, and that it can be bought at any 
price that is offered This information has 
been spread broadcast in the interest of some 
speculators here for the purpose of discourag 
ing gathering the coming season, and Sc. has 
been published here as the market value, 
through the same influence and for the same 
purpose, 

The facts are that the stocks carried here at 
the present time are very much lighter than 
they were a year ago, and with the exception 
of a few lots that have been sold to satisfy 
the bank, none is being offered at very attrac 
tive prices. One lot changed hands here last 
week at 7c. With the exception of some that 
remains in the hands of speculators, all of last 
year’s bark was sold in the fall as fast as it 
came in, and since that time the stocks of old 
bark here have been greatly reduced as well as 
those in the hands of Eastern buyers. 





Beans. 


Dealers’ views show more uniformity 
as to the conditions governing the 
vanilla bean. situation, particularly 
with regard to Bourbons, for which 
there seems to be little prospect for 
any relaxation of current values. A 
fair consuming trade has been in prog- 
ress during the week for the cheaper 
grades of Bourbons and South Amer- 
icans. Buyers are still restricting pur- 
chases to immediate and early require- 
ments and this policy of operating will 
probably be continued during the next 
two or three months. The local mar- 
ket is fairly well supplied to meet the 
demand for the cheaper manufacturing 
grades, but since recent purchases of 
Bourbons abroad for American account 
primary holders’ ideas are reported to 
have been stimulated, and with the 
more attractively priced goods taken 
the control of the situation in France 
is regarded as all the more pro- 
nounced, probably rendering the mar- 
ket there more susceptible to the in- 
fluence of the news that a cyclone had 
wrought much damage in the Comores 
Islands, where a considerable quantity 
of beans is produced. The announce- 
ment of this disturbance was received 
in the local trade by cablegram, but 
whether the vanilla plants suffered in 
consequence was not stated. Com- 
paratively little interest has as yet 
been occasioned in Mexican beans, but 
with the absorption of the cheaper 
grades of Bourbon and South American 
varieties, dealers believe Mexican cuts 
will command keener attention, While 
values for the latter are rather easier 
at $3.25@3.50, the situation regarding 
supplies of the new crop is well con- 
trolled, nearly one-half of the yield of 
cuts being in the hands of a local 
house on consignment. Tahitis are ap- 
parently neglected and quotations have 
but little more than nominal sig- 
nificance. 

Berries. 

According to a foreign report, the 
Amsterdam market for cubebs has been 
unfavorably influenced by the entire 
absence of American orders, but with 
the first manifestation of buying inter- 
est from this quarter values are ex- 
pected to be stimulated, as the statis- 
tical position is considered strong. As 
a matter of fact, Amsterdam has lost 
much of its importance as a cubeb cen- 
ter for the American trade, the prin- 
cipal dealers here negotiating direct 
with initial sources. There is no feature 
to the local market, the demand at the 
best being of routine jobbing propor- 
tions at unchanged quotations. 

Prickly ash berries are well main- 
tained at 25@28c., with only meagre of- 
ferings in evidence. 

Whole slce berries remain almost out 


of the market; we are able to trace but 
one lot, for which 40c. is asked. 
Junipers are slow and easy at 2%@3c. 


Essential Oils. 


Further manifestation of the primary 
enhancement of bergamot has lent new 
interest to the local market, being in- 
strumental in stimulating dealers’ 
views so that $3@3.20 was the prevail- 
ing basis at the close. A few lots were 
in evidence at more advantageous 
terms, $2.85 being named in one quar- 
ter, Speculative control is regarded as 
the dominating factor of the Messina 
market, the recent relaxation now be 
ing construed as a move to eliminate 
the weaker sellers. The lemon situa- 
tion has again been the subject of more 
favorable advices, but it has failed to 
influence to an appreciable extent the 
spot market, the demand being back 
ward. Quotations show no variation 
from 95c.@$1.10, as to brand and seller. 

A few inquiries were current for 
spearmint late last week, resulting in 
sales at $7.50, but interest slackened 
during the interval, and while $7.50@8 
remained the prevailing range in one 
quarter a limited quantity was offered 
at $7.25. For August shipment of the 
new crop from the West a producer has 
named $4.50 and writes that as the first 
crop usually yields light quantities, he 
does not believe that more will be pro- 
duced than will be found necessary for 
the demand and has faith in a relative- 
ly high level of values. 

Some dealers report freer offers of 
peppermint from the producing dis- 
tricts, a development that is associated 
with the eagerness of growers to re- 
duce holdings before new supplies be- 
come available. Further advices have 
been received to the effect that the 
acreage would be materially curtailed 
as a result of the unprofitableness of 
prices for the last crop. Some busi- 
ness in the bottled oil for export has 
been current during the week, but for 
bulk the demand has been insignificant. 
For the latter $1.55 is available, but 
$1.60@1.65 represents the views of most 
sellers. 

The first receipt of a considerable 
quantity of camphor oil in a long time 
is to be noted in the arrival of a sail- 
ing vessel from Kobe with 5,500 cases. 
The bulk of the lot, we are advised, 
gzoes to a strong holder for manufac- 
turing purposes, and its effect on the 
market is said to have been discounted 
to a large extent. Quotations were on 
the basis of 11@12c. for heavy gravity 
and 12@13c. for white Japanese. 

Keener selling pressure in the pri- 
mary market for anise and cassia 
seems to have been occasioned and this 
condition is reflected on spot by a soft- 
ening tendency of values. For high 
test anise $1.05 is available, although 
$1.10 is more generally named. For cas- 
sia of 75@80 per cent. a few lots were 
reported available at concessions from 
$1.15, but there was no quotation below 
this at the close. 

In one quarter where $1.87% was 
previously quoted for French penny- 
royal, $1.90 is now maintained and most 
holders are firm at $3@3.25. 

Clove oilis unchanged from 70@72\c., 
but this is declared to be a cost basis 
on the current position of the spice 
market. 

Citronella has been the subject of 
stimulating advices from Colombo and 
following good sales at 25¢., values 
were established at 26c. in drums and 
27c. in cans. Some dealers express con- 
fidence in a material enhancement of 
the market. 

Flowers. 

The cheaper stocks of Hungarian 
chamomiles lately in evidence appear 
to have been cleared from the market, 
so that 20@22¢. represents the views 
of holders of desirable grades. Buy- 
crs, however, are inclined to operate 
with greater caution, as the new crop 
is expected in June. The same dull 
market prevails for the Roman vari- 
ety, but without variation in the quot- 
ed range.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


There has been little departure from 
the usual routine in industial quarters 
during the interval, and recent advices 
are still at odds regarding the general 
situation. In some quarters, especially 
the steel and iron industries, increased 
activity reported, but on the other 
hand the textile as well as the woolen

industry appeer to be losing ground. 
Orders in other manufacturing and 
mercantile industries do not show any 
visible improvement. Contract deliv 
eries in most cases are far below nor- 
mal, and in many instances where 
expirations have taken place, con 
sumers are not bothering with new 
contracts, but are only purchasing 
where actual requirements necessitate. 


Conservatism is largely in evidence in 
all branches of trade, and the 
taught by over production is still vivid 
in the minds of manufacturers. fF or- 
eign trade conditions appear encourag- 
ing. In nine months, starting July 1, 
1907, exports were disposed of amount- 
ing to nearly a billion and a half dol- 
lars, against which there were charged 
imports of less than a billion. The fall 
of imports by $135,000,000 in nine 
months, compared with the increase 
of $46,000,000 in domestic exports, illus- 
trates the way in which foreign trade 
movements have been influenced by a 
period of domestic retrenchment. It is 
too early to speak with confidence of 
crop acreage, yet it is astonishing to 
know that the area of corn, cotton, 
spring wheat and oats, which within

Convenient Filtration on a Large 


Scale. 
BY DR. JUSTIN S. BREWER. 


Any person who has been employed in a 
pharmacy or laboratory knows the incon- 
venience attendant upon the ordinary 
process of filtration. Bottle and funnel 
must be washed, a filter paper folded and 
the liquid to be filtered poured carefully 
upon it. As the liquid passes through, 
the funnel must be filled again and again. 
Much valuable time is thus expended, 
some of the liquid is lost by evaporation 
or spilling, and the patience of the op- 
erator is usually exhausted, 

In a number of pharmacies and labora- 
tories where large quantities of liquids 
are filtered, a simple device is employed 
to overcome the difficulties enumerated, 
and which renders the process of filtra- 
tion an easy one. In spite of the fact 
that the device is by no means new, 
have found many old pharmacists that 
have never seen the idea worked out or 





hole is used for filling the barrel and for 
admitting a stirrer. The handle of an old 
broom serves well as the stirrer, and will 
be all that is required for thorough agi- 
tation. Into a suitable hole in the center 
of the other end of this same barrel must 
be screwed a twelve-inch length of three- 
quarter inch galvanized-iron pipe threaded 
at each end. The connection should be 
made air-tight and nonleakable by secur- 
ing it strongly with a leather washer and 


lock-nut. At the other end of this pipe 
is to be connected an ordinar three- 
quarter inch valve or shut off and to this, 


in turn, two feet more of the same kind 
of pipe. The top barrel is now ready and 
should be placed on the upper shelf of the 
stand as shown in the diagram. Barrel 
number 2 may have one head removed 
and should be fitted with a loose cover 
through the center of which a _ hole 
should be bored to accommodate the filter 
A faucet may be inserted in the side of 
this barrel, far down, for convenience in 
filling bottles direct from the barrel. 

The funnel is made from an ordinary 
five-gallon tin can by removing its bot- 
tom. The funnel is to be converted into

have never employed it. For the enlight- 
enment of those yet in darkness concern- 
ing this device, if such there be among 
Circular readers, the accompanying 
sketch is shown. Five-gallon crated 
demijohns are convenient to handle and 
are usually employed, though the capacity 
of the bottle does not affect the principle 
involved. 

The hole into which the shoulder of the 
inverted container rests should be shaped 
o fit such shoulder, and the stand should 
be of such a height that the mouth of 
the inverted container will reach just be- 
low the rim of the funnel. Cpvione’y, 
when the apparatus is in action, the liquid 
cannot escape from the upper container 
after the funnel is full as high as the 
mouth of that container, for the simple 
reason that the liquid in the funnel stops 
the ingress of air. As the liquid runs

a filter by cutting a piece of quarter-inch 
mesh strong galvanized-iron-wire screen- 
ing to fit into it, this screening to be cov- 
ered with a layer two inches thick of 
white filter-masse. This mass must be 
pressed down firmly and kept in place by 
another piece of wire mesh on the top. 
The filter must be adjusted, of course, so 
that the end of the delivery pipe from the 
upper barrel will be about one inch above 
the top of the layer of filter-masse. 

To use, close the valve and fill the up- 
per barrel with the preparation to be fil- 
tered; insert the bung or cork so that no 
air can enter the barrel; open the valve 
and let the filtration procee ae care 
that the liquid is coming through bright 
and clear. 

As in the case of the five-gallon demi- 
john, the apparatus will require no fur-

through the filter, receding from the 
mouth of the inverted container, air 


rushes in, more liquid runs out, and the 
funnel is thus kept supplied automatically 
until all the liquid has run from the up- 
per bottle or demijohn. 

The object of the apparatus that I have 
devised is to enable the operator to filter 
and bottle whole barrels of liquids with 
even greater saving of time and material 
than comes from the use of the five-gallon 
demijohn stand just mentioned. The sec- 
ond sketch illustrates the idea so well, 
that only a few words of explanatory 
text need be offered. 

Two sound alcohol barrels are required. 
As one barrel must be placed exactly over 
the other a strong support must be erect- 
ed for it. The Upper barrel must have 
all bung and vent holes closed, as the bar- 
rel must be impervious to air. In one 
end of this barrel must be made a hole 


for a large bung or rubber cork. This | 


ther attention until the complete contents 
of the upper barrel has filtered into the 
lower one. A cover should be fitted on 
the top of the filter-can around the de- 
livery pipe in order that evaporation may 
be reduced to a minimum. If the lower 
barrel is elevated sufficiently a hose may 
be connected with the spigot and the con- 
tents filled into bottles directly from the 
barrel. In some laboratories it might be 
found more convenient to have one barrel 
on an upper floor. 

The writer is at present using, with ex- 
cellent results, two of these two-barrel 
combinations for filtering toilet waters, 
ete. The preparation is made in the up- 
per barrel and when sufficiently aged and 
mixed is allowed to filter into the lower 
barrel. Each complete filter is kept for 
a single preparation and is never used 
for anything else, so that washing is not 


necessary after each operation.

Western Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, April 29, 1908. 
Trading in seed was more or less spas- 
modic during the week, but the market 
has been generally strong, though closing 


at a lower level than on the opening day { 


of the week. Prices continue to maintain 
that advance over the figures of a year 
ago that they recently scored, which is 
encouraging, considering the long, dull 
period that has obtained in the oi] mar- 
ket. Receipts have fallen off very ma- 
terially both at Minneapolis and Duluth, 
though the greatest decrease is at the lat- 
ter point. This shrinkage is really re- 
markable. A year ago the arrivals at Du- 
luth were 366 cars, and they dwindled 
down to a meager 30 cars the current 
week. Minneapolis dropped from 310 cars 
a year ago to 152 cars the present week. 
At the two points the receipts have been 
only 182, while for the corresponding week 
in 1907 they were 676 cars. If this is in- 
dicative of anything it is that the country

is well shipped out. How much remains 
in country elevators is a matter of guess, 
but the total cannot be large. With the 
demand for cash seed so keen as it now 
is it would seem that the country would 
market more readily if the seed were at 
the interior points, so that the belief ot 
the trade that country owners are scrap 
ing the bottoms of their bins seems to be 
well founded, 


The trade is wondering how much more 
more seed Minneapolis is going to re 
quire The stock of seed in public tore 
in Minneapolis is very light, being only 
136,000 bushels at the last report, against 


371.000 on the corresponding day a year 
ago. It is safe to say that the amount 
in private store is not very heavy Duluth 
looms up with a fair supply of seed, the 
total being 4,432,000 bushels, but it may 
well be doubted if much of this will re- 
main in the Northwest after navigation 
is fairly opened, which will now be but a 
matter of a few days. Unquestionably a 
liberal proportion of the seed that is now 
in store in Duluth is the property of the 
Kastern crushers, and will eventually find 
its way to the Eastern market. Looking 
at the situation from any angle it is hard 
to believe that there will be any great 
surplus of seed to carry over into the new 
crop. Taking this view of the market, it 
is not easy to understand how Duluth can 
be offering much seed for foreign account, 
as has been reported on the other side, 
Che offering of this seed can, of course, 
have little real effect on the domestic 
market just now for the reason that 
America is not on an export basis, but the 
fact that some sellers have offered seed to 
the other side might be construed by some 
of the more timid ones into a declaration 
of a belief on the part of the would-be 
sellers that they considered the supply of 
seed available here on the present crop as 
being in excess of demand, 

Whatever may be the future of the seed 
market it is not too much to assume that 
the trade is now in a better position than 
it has been for some time. The chief 
drawback to the seed market during the 
winter months was the lack of demand 
for the principal product of the seed—oil. 
The extreme duliness in that’ trade 
amounted to almost complete lethargy at 
times, and without the crushers being 
able to move the product of seed there 
Was little incentive for them to bid high 
prices for the raw material. A change for 
the better came about in the oil market a 
few weeks ago, and since that time there 
has been a gradual improvement which, 
while it has not resulted in any sharp ad- 
vance in prices, has lent a much firmer 
tone to the trade and made the prospect 
of materially reducing the supply of oil 
on hand before the opening of a new sea- 
son one that has some chance of realiza- 
tion. Taking this betterment and adding 
to it the fact of lighter receipts of seed, it 
should not be too much of a venture into 
the unknown future to suggest the possi- 
bility of a firmer market for seed. 

Conjecture follows conjecture as to the 
probable acreage of seed on the coming 
crop. Everywhere belief is finding expres- 
sion in the opinion that the acreage will 
be smaller than it was last year. Some 
have even ventured to trade on the fu- 
ture on the basis of the possible shortage 
of the number of acres as compared with 
the area sown to seed last year. But that 
this is the veriest kind of guessing goes 
without saying Present indications may 
be entirely different from the view that 
will present itself to the farmers of the 
Northwest when the time for sowing seed 
arrives. True, other cereals are high and 
they might find first place in the affec- 
tions of the farmers. But changes may 
take place. It is not impossible that 
wheat, oats and barley may have suffered 
from declines in value by the time the 
farmer is ready to sow, Or it may be that 
the weather will be cold and wet and not 
at all favorable to the cultivation of 
wheat. As has already been pointed out, 
wheat is sown earlier than flax. The lat- 
ter can be placed in the ground long after 
the time for the seeding of wheat has 
passed, and the continuance of the pres- 
ent raw, cold, wet and snowy weather in 
the Northwest for some time would result 
in many of the farmers being forced to 
lay aside their desire for wheat, and nat- 
urally many of them would turn to flax as 
the most profitable late substitute. Thus 
while present conditions call for a lighter 
acreage in seed there is nothing certain 
about it, and it is just possible that the 
flaxseed area of 1908 may exceed that of 
last year

LINSEED OIL.—The demand for linseed 
oil is still slowly improving, and while 
the betterment does not manifest itself 
in higher prices it is none the less no- 
ticeable. It takes the form of more in- 
quiry—not necessarily more actual busi- 
ness, but a kind of nibbling at the offer- 
ings, a sort of tentative indication that 
maybe, perhaps, in the near future, some 
of the buyers might feel called on to take 
on a little oil to supply the deficiency 
which may be brought about by the final 
full delivery on their old contracts. Coun- 
try business is undoubtedly better than it 
was a few weeks ago, jobbers reporting 
an improvement in the demand from their 
customers. Until recently paint men have 
been singularly indifferent to the offer- 
ings of oil. They have not even found it 
necessary to call for the delivery of the 
oil that they had provided for under the 
terms of their contracts. But within the 
last month the improvement on the part 
of the business of the paint grinders has 
been noticeable. Deliveries have been far 
better, and within the last week some of 
the grinders have begun to make sugges- 
tions looking to the buying of a little 
oil after their contracts shall have ex- 
pired. This usually comprehends the sum- 
mer months, and it is now likely that 
there will be a fair demand for oil during 
that time for immediate or nearby de- 
livery. Chicago is still quoting 38c. for oil 
with the market firm at the price for car 
lots, and only a few of the sellers would 
consent to shade this figure. 

LINSEED CAKE.—While the foreigners 
are not so anxiously inquiring after cake, 
the market remains firm at the old price 
quotations, and the falling off in the in- 
quiry from the other side of the Atlantic 
does not seriously affect the crushers in 
this country for the reason that the latter 
are so far sold ahead that they can afford 
to view with equanimity a slackening of 
the demand. Cake has undoubtedly been 
the salvation of the linseed crusher this 
season, and it is no hardship to him that 
he is compelled for a time to see the trade 
under the weight of dullness. High price 
of grains and forage affords the belief 
that cake will continue to rule as high as 
it now is until the opening of the new sea- 
son. Chicago quotes cake at $26@26.50 per 
ton for regular and 75c.@$1 per ton more

The character of trading 
closed nothing in the way of material 
improvement during the past week, 
Consumers generally show little in- 
clination to depart from the customary 
purchasing of moderate lots, and con- 
sequently there is little of interest to 
note regarding actual’ transactions. 
Trade conditions at large consuming 
points are extremely quiet, and deliv- 
eries in these directions show a mate- 
rial falling off when compared to those 
of last year. The abatement of activ- 
ity in various branches of the textile 
and paper industries is fully reflected 
in the movement of chemicals that go 


into the manufacture of paper and 
cloth. The iron and steel industry is 
said to be running about fifty per 
cent. of normal, so the chemical move- 
ment in this direction can be judged 
accordingly. Values during the inter- 
val have ruled comparatively steady 
and changes have been exceptionally 
few.

High grade blue vitriol 
is available slightly under firmer prices, 
Arsenic remains about the same, with 
the situation rather easy.

brighter in the Illinois 
flelds than at any period for 
the last several months. The pipe line com- 
pany is pushing work and the runs from the 
wells are now better than 90,000 barrels a day, 
ind much of the congested production that has 
been a drawback to operations since the pro- 
luctive area was first opened up is being re- 
lieved. Now that the production is being 
pretty well cleaned up on the leases the lease 
owners feel as though they could now start the 
drill and get much better service, but should 
new and productive pools be opened up there 
will be another congested production, as a pipe 
line can handle and find storage for just so 
much crude and no more, so if the drilling is 
overdone it is alone the blame of the lease 
owner, The production of Illinois as a new 
field has been taken care of much better than 
any former known field, and within less than 
three years has accumulated a gross stock of 
better than 16,000,000 barrels. The Illinois 
field since opened up has produced close to 60,- 
000,000 barrels of crude, which represents ap 
proximately $50,000,000 for crude petroleum 
alone Outside of the oil taken by the Ohio 
Oil Company, which is now close to 90,000 bar- 
rels a day, some crude is shipped by the Corn- 
planters’ Company, the Indian Refining Com- 
pany and the Sun Oil Company, which amounts 
to something like 10,000 barrels a day, mak- 
ing the total production about 100,000 barrels 
a day, but when all the tankage now full of 
crude on the various leases have been run into 
the pipe lines and the wells are given full 
sway to produce what they can it is very 
doubtful if the entire field will show a pro- 
duction of much over 60,000 barrels a day by 
the the present year. How the pro- 
ducing formation will hold up its production 
is still a great mystery to the well owners, 
ind until this is a settled fact but few of the 
operators will know just how they stand. Re- 
eardle this fact, the Illinois field has de- 
veloped into one of the best money-making 
fields opened up for many years, and is nearly 
is rich as was the old Trenton limestone fields 
of Ohio and = Indiana. If the Illinois field 
holds as well as the Ohio and Indiana fields 
have the well owners will have no complaint 
to make, 

New blood has come into the field, and, be- 
ing late in the game, have gone to the north 
of production and are taking up large blocks of 
territory. Leasers are now working in the 
northern part of Edgar county, in Champaign 
and Iroquois counties, and will go still farther 
north toward Chicago before they give up the 
idea that oil cannot be found in commercial 
quantities Shallow territory is what is now 
most sought after, as the expense incurred is 
nothing like that in the deep sand formation. 

The total runs from the Illinois wells for 
the first twenty-five days of April were 2,299,- 
030 barrels, an average daily of 91,961 barrels, 
while the total deliveries were 236,677 barrels, 
leaving over 2,000,000 barrels to go into stor 
age or through other lines to tankage. 

During the last week there were sixty-nine 
wells drilled in the State and were distributed

A spirited movement is 
reported abroad which gives the new 
figures considerable firmness, Com- 
paratively little has been done in the 
domestic brands so that difficulty is ex- 
perienced in getting at true values, but 
quoted in a nominal way the prices 
are $3.10@3.12% for spot and same for 
futures. 

DRIED BLOOD.—Local trade is of 
small proportions and according to 
Western observers, the prospect of a 
healthier movement in that section is 
as remote as ever.

MURIATE.—Few important contracts 
have been closed of late, and deliv- 
eries for the most part are on specifica- 
tions against old agreements. A more 
liberal movement of this sort is in 
progress, however, as shown by the 
imports during the week closed, the 
steamer President Grant in from Ham- 
burg, Monday, bringing 6,949 bags, and 
the steamer Pennsylvania, Thursday 
from same port, 3,500 bags, for local 
account. The prices set out by New 
York agents remain at $1.87 per hun- 
dred pounds, 80 per cent basis for ship- 
ment to Northern ports and $1.90 to 
Southern.

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Liquid Fuel, 


ITS USE FAVORED BY THE BRITISH AD- 
MIRALTY—USED IN RUSSIAN WATERS. 


J. D. Henry, in the London Times, re- 
gards the use of liquid fuel on steamships 
ind for engines generally as_ settled, 
which he thinks will be a good thing for 
the oil fields in general. He says:— 


Developments have passed the experimental 
stage and show the importance of the position 
secured by liquid fuel in naval engineering sci- 
ence Practically every problem arising out 
ot its safe storage, complete atomization and 
smokeless consumption has been solved, and 
1908 finds it permanently established in the 
British navy as an emergency fuel in battle- 
ships and the steam-making power which gives 
the greatest speed in thirty-six of the ‘‘coastal’’ 
torpedo destroyers and at least five of the 
“ocean-going’’ type. 

We have this further evidence of the ad- 
miralty’s confidence in fuel oil—that many oil- 
fired warships are being built; that the fleet 
auxiliary tank steamer Petroleum is due in this 
country. with a cargo of Texas oil, and that 
the new tank steamer Oberon is, on government 
charter, bound for Rangoon to load the first full 
eargo of Indian oil for the admiralty. 

Used in conjunction with turbines, it has rev- 
olutionized the power and speed ideas of those 
who are responsible for the steam-raising equip- 
ment of the mosquito and scout types. The 
British triumphs of 1907 were secretly secured 
while foreign naval authorities neglectd the 
subject; in the future, however, as the result 
of these successes, oil fuel will be an im- 
portant naval and engineering subject in every 
country which has a navy. z 


Liquid fuel is used extensively on ves- 
sels running between Baku, Russia, and 
Petrovsk and Astrakhan, at the mouth of 
the Volga, and on that river there are 
large fleets of oil-fired cargo carriers, The 
Caspian tank steamers (oil-fired) com- 
pleted the following voyages between 
Baku and Astrakhan:—In 1905, 4,550; in 
1906, 3,631, and in 1907, 4,212. During years 
of large exports the monthly voyages 
equaled 900, or 7,200 voyages by liquid- 
fuel-burning carriers of petroleum and its 
products for a single navigation.

Legislation Against Adulterated 


Fungicides. 

TWO SENATE MEASURES INTRODUCED 
TO PREVENT THE SALE OR TRANS- 
PORTATION OF ADULTERATED OR 
MISBRANDED PARIS GREEN, 
LEAD ARSENATES AND 
OTHER INSECTICIDES. 

Washington, April 29, 1908. 

The movement to secure legislation to 
prevent “the manufacture, sale or trans- 
portation of adulterated or misbranded 
fungicides, paris greens, lead arsenates 
and other insecticides and for regulating 
traffic therein,’’ which was set on foot in 
the Senate a fortnight ago, has been ex- 
tended to the House and during the past 
week two bills, practically identical with 
each other, but differing slightly from the 
Senate measure, have been introduced and 
referred to the Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce. One of these 
bills, H, R. 21262, has been presented by 
Representative Hayes, of California, while 
the other has been introduced by Repre- 
sentative Lowden, of Lilinois. 

The Senate bill was selected as the basis 
for both these measures. As readers of 
the Reporter will remember, the lines of 
the pure food and drug law were closely 
followed in the Senate bill, which pro- 
hibits the manufacture or sale in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia or in any Territory of 
adulterated or misbranded fungicides, 
paris green, ete., and forbids the inter- 
state transportation thereof. The bill in- 
troduced by Representative Hayes differs 
from the Senate bill in the text of Section 
7 only. This section detines adulterations 
and in addition to the specifications of the 
Senate bill relating to fungicides and in- 
secticides, Mr. Hayes’ measure provides 
that an article shall be deemed to be 
adulterated “if it is intended for use 
on vegetation and shall contain any 
substance or esubstances’ which, _ al- 
destroying repelling or miti- 
insects, shall be injurious to 
vegetation.’’ Mr. Lowden’s bill is 
an exact duplicate of the Hayes 
measure except in the numbering of 
the sections, those numbered 8 and 9 in 
the Hayes print being combined in one 
section of the Lowden bill. Inasmuch, 
therefore, as the House and Senate bills 
are practically identical with each other 
and differ from the Senate bill only in the 
terms of Section 7, the text of that section 
as found in the House bills is here pre- 
sented as follows:— 

“Sec. 7. That for the purpose of this act an 
article shall be deemed to be adulterated:— 

“In the case of paris green:—First, if it does 
not contain at least fifty-five per centum of 
arsenious oxide; second, if it contains arsenic 
in water-soluble forms equivalent to more than 
three and a half per centum of arsenious oxide;

packed with it so as to reduce or lower or in- 
juriously affect its quality or strength. 

‘“‘In the case of lead arsenate:—First, if it 
contains more than fifty per centum of water; 
second, if it contains arsenic in water-soluble 
forms equivalent to more than one per centum 
of arsenic oxide; third, if any substance has 
been mixed and packed with it so as to reduce 
or lower or injuriously affect its quality or 
strength. 

‘‘In the case of fungicides, other than paris 
green and lead arsenate:—First, if its strength 
or purity fall below the professed standard or 
quality under which it is sold; second, if any 
substance has been substituted wholly or in 
part for the article; third, if any valuable 
constituent of the article has been wholly or 
in part abstracted; fourth, if it is intended for 
use on vegetation and shall contain any sub 
stance or substances which, although destroy- 
ing, repelling or mitigating insects, shall be 
injurious to such vegetation."’ 

There is no probability that either Sen- 
ate or House will take up these measures 
at this session. At the instance of Sen- 
ator Kittredge the Senate bill was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Agriculture, 
but in the House both the Hayes and 
Lowden bills have gone to the Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 
This diversity of reference will militate 
against the concurrent consideration of 
the two bills, and with the adjournment 
of the present session but a fortnight off 
it is hardly possible that either committee 
will consider it advisable to take the 
question up at a time when there is no 
hope of making any substantial progress 
in this important reform movement,

Though there is some variance of 
opinion concerning the development of 
business during April, distributors gen- 
erally agree that it has hardly over- 
reached March. The price tendency 
on the whole has been favorable to 
buyers, and supplies have kept well 
abreast of the demand. Trade during 
the past week has been in the usual 
small quantities, with concessions of- 
fering on some items; egg albumen 
is firm in primary markets, but ir- 
regular on spot, owing to the keen 
competition among dealers. Reselling 
of aniline salts brought in fractionally 
lower figures in some quarters. Anti- 
mony is a shade easier. The short 
spot supply of gambier and light ship- 
ments scheduled for May arrival forced 
an advance on all positions early in 
the week. Prussiates are all fraction- 
ally lower and sumac barely steady at 
previously quoted rates. On account 
of the seasonable change in transpor- 
tation routes, corn starches and dex- 
trines scored material declines. 

ALBUMEN.—Another decidedly dull 
week has been experienced by sellers 
of egg albumen, and the belief is prev- 
alent that no better conditions will 
develop before the fall months. The 
fact that the product is largely con- 
sumed in the manufacture of luxuries, 
such as confectionery, etc., more than 
ordinarily restricts its use at this time. 
Competition for what trade is passing 
is naturally very keen in view of the 
numerous small holders seeking a mar- 
ket. Rather irregular figures are the 
result though the privacy of trans- 
actions allows for no more than nom- 
inal quotations in the list, at 55@70c.

March. 


ENCOURAGING INCREASE SHOWN 
CONSUMPTION OF SPECIALLY 
DENATURED SPIRITS—RAPID 
EXPANSION LOOKED. 
FOR. 
Washington, D. C., May 1, 1908. 
The monthly report of the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue showing the produc- 
tion of denatured alcohol in March, 198, 
presents the most encouraging exhibit 
since the free alcohol law was placed on 
the statute books. The total output for 
the month was _ 292,408.62 wine gallons, 
which included 154,138.03 gallons complete- 
ly denatured and 138,269.59 gallons specially 
denatured. The production of March, 
1907, was only 254,194.28 gallons, showing a 
gain for the month of March, 1908, of 38,- 
214.34 gallons, This gain is the more re- 
markable when it is remembered that in 
March, 1907, considerable quantities of al- 
cohol previously made were denatured in 
anticipation of a demand which was not 
fully realized.

Perhaps the most significant feature of 
the report for March, 198, is the large 
percentage of specially denatured alcohol 
produced during the month. In March, 
1907, the output was only 68,586.95 gallons, 
und as the production for the same month 
of 1998 amounted to 138,269.59 gallons, there 
was a gain of 69,682.64 gallons, or a little 


more than 100 per cent. This gain is a 
guaranty of the permanent efficiency of 


the free alcohol law, for it represents the 
distribution of denatured alcohol among 
a seore of industries that have taken it 
up after careful scientific tests and upon 
formulas approved by the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau. The Reporter's correspond- 
ent violates no confidence in stating that 
the internal revenue authorities have ma- 
terially modified their rather conservative 
views with regard to the success of the 
free alcohol policy as the result of the de- 
velopment of the use of specially de- 
natured spirits and are now enthusiastic 
in their predictions of rapid and sub- 
stantial expansion. 

It will be noted, of course, that the pro- 
duction of completely denatured alcohol 
in March, 1908, shows a falling off of 31,- 
469.30 gallons, as compared with the out-
